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Flying means a 
lot to Peter G. Fay 
of Kempsvllle 

Fay is Ches. Munic. 
Airport's president

It's a wonder Peter G. Fay hasn't 
gotten stuck up in a cloud some- 
where. The Kempsvilie resident 
flew his first airplane at age 17, 
went on to join the U.S. Air Force, 
became a flight instructor, and now 
at 57, is president of an airport 

"I guess you could say I took to 
flying," said Fay, head of Mid- 
Eastem Airways, Inc., the company 
that operates the Chesapeake Mu- 
nicipal Airport on West Road. 

TTiere are no airports in Virginia 
Beach, though pilots are known to 
use a grass strip off Princess Anne 
Road near Pungo for flight take-offs 
and landings. 

Fay has watched the Chesa- 
peake airport grow from having 40 
airplanes to nearly 60. 

He's watched it go from being 
just a small building with a small 
hangar, to a cluster of small build- 
ings with ample hangar space. 

He's seen the runway increased 
from 3.600 to 4,200 feet, and he's 
seen the airport acquire more so- 
phisticated navigational aids, like 
an instrument landing system, to 
help guide pilots to the airport even 
in bad weather. 

He's seen the airport's staff jump 
from 3 to 25 people. 

Fay, who watches 100 to 200 
take-offs and landings a day, said, 
"Every day at the airport is memo- 
rable." 

Fay taid one of the 
most exciting parts of 
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his job Is seeing stu- 
dent pilots learn to fly. 

Mid-Easiem fixes and fuels air- 
planes there, plus charters flights 
and trains about 60 student pilots 
yearly. 

Fay said one of the most exciting 
parts of his job is seeing student 
pilots learn to fly, and continue to 
pursue flying as a hobby or profes- 
sion. 

Once, Fay was on a Piedmont 
flight out of Charlotte, N.C., when 
he recognized the voice over the 
loudspeaker saying, "This is your 
captain speaking." The pilot had 
learned to fly at Fay's school at the 
airport 

The airplanes based at the airport 
belong 10 individual residents and to 
companies, and Fay said he is see- 
ing less and less recreational use of 
airplanes. 

"Most use their airplanes for 
business travel." he said. 

Fay, as the airport's manager, 
keeps in close contact with iqpK-

When and if publicly-elected 
school boards become a reality in 
Virginia Beach, the composition of 
the board would be what it is now - 
seven members from the seven 
borou^s and four at-large, which is 
the representation on City Council. 

A referendum on the Nov. 5 gen- 
eral election ballot will determine 
whether the voters want the Genoal 
Assembly to amend the city's char- 
ter to provide for the direct election 
of the school board. An amendment 
to the resolution adopted last week 
outlines the representation on the 

boffld. 

But at the same time, the city is 
considering asking for a charter 
change which would allow for the 
reappOTtionment of the boroughs. 

It seemed foolish to Councilman 
James W. Brazier Jr. to get a charter 
change for a 7-4 representation, 
following the present make-up of 
the boroughs on the school board 
and perhaps a year later "come back 
to change what we did." 

But a lengthy discussion last 
week indicated that the city is not 
ready to make any recommendation 
on reapportionment 

Not only that but city attorney 
Leslie Lilley said that if the General 
Assembly does approve a charter 
change for the school board, the 
first election would not take place 
until 1996 and the board would not 
take office until 1997. 

Before council was a resolution 
requesting the General Assembly to 
approve a charter change to 
reapportion the boroughs from 
which council members are elected 



tobemon ; representive. 

The res olution endorsed the rec- 
ommend! ition of the Mayor's 
Committe e for Reapportionment, 
made in 1 990, which found that the 
current s:> stem of electing council 
is flawe<]l i ind needed to be changed 
and reco m mended that the current 
system \x replaced with a mixed 
election di; strict and ai-iarge system 
is which s even council members 
would bee lected by the voters to 
seven a.\ua lly populated election 
districts imd four council membere. 
including the mayor, would be 
elected at -laq?e. 

When the system for electing 
council men ibers was ado^^ted in 
1963 at the time the city was 
formed, th e population was 
approximate! y 85,000. The 19^90 
census show s the population a't 
393,000. 

The popula tion in the boroughs 
varies from 9 '66 in Blackwaier to 
144,903 in Kempsvilie. But each 
has just one council member who 
is required to be a resident of the 
borough. 

However, council members ap- 
parently are; not united behind the 
recommendation of the mayor's 
committee. Neither is the public. 

Said Councilman Louis R. 
Jones, "I see a lot of discussion be- 
fore we come U3 a consensus." He 
said that he had spoken to three dif- 
ferent council members on the sub- 
ject and none o! them agreed "and 
none of the agreed widi me."

The newest research indicates diat dwugh you exp«aid more calories dunng 
aerobic exercise, your metabolic rate - die rate at which your body bums 
calories - remams elevated for a tonger period following weight trainmg. But 
dial's not all. Sedentary people, and even people who engage only in aerobic 
exercise, begin losing muscle mass in dieir mid-twenties, up to a half-a-pound 
a year. As our muscle mass decreases, our resting metabolism decreased. 

Because die body requires fewer and fewer calories to function, excess 
calories are stored as fat Muscle is a very active tissue and a pound of it requffes 
diirty to fifty caloriesaday just to stay alive. The advantage of strengdi training 
is diat not only does it bum calories during and right after exercise, it also 
produces more muscle, so you can bum mwe calories all day long. 

Many women, may rationalize diat Uiey use die hand-held and ankle weights 
in aerobics class.

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Recycling yard waste 



Solid waste disposal has become a critical issue in HamiMon Roads. 

In Virginia, over 95 percent of oiff solid waste is currently landfilled. 
Virginia must now dispose of nearly one ton of waste annually for each 
citizen in the Cwnmonwealth. Chir landfills are filling up so fast that, ac- 
coiding to a survey, over half of the landfills in Virginia have life spans of 
ten years ot less. In addition to the public dislike and distrust of landfills, 
the costs involved in planning, designing and siting a new landfill have 
risen drastically in the past few years to over $300,000 per acre. No one 
wants a landfill in thdr backyard, but evoyone generates waste. , 
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Education is quite a hot topif today. Everyone is talking about iL 
Politicians are claiming themsdves the education candidates and the critics 
are promoting alternatives which, in reality. wiU do little to help public 
education. 




Speaking freely is the cornerstone of all of our freedoms. More than 
ever communicatwn is essential to democracy. Several decades ago. I at- 
tempted to teach English to high school seniors so that they could Icam to 
speak and write well. I encouraged creativity, but at the same tune msisted 
on coiTCCt spelling and proper usage of the language.

In Uie past four monflis we have collected 10,325 tons of yard waste and 
recycled it into mulch at the SPSA yard waste facility. This facility is on 
the pnqierty of the Virginia Beach landfill located at 1989 Jake Sears Road. 
I invite you to visit this site and see for yourself the tremendous volume of 
oipnic matoiai that has been divetted from the landfill. 

Rear losing refuse trucks nonnally filled with residential garbage are 
now filled with pure yard waste. These trucks travel to die Virginia Beach 
landfill; however, instead of being dumped in the landfill, they are diverted 



to die SPSA yard waste facility at the l»se of the mountain. 

At Uiis point, Uic bags are loaded into a tub grinder where 75 pocwit erf 
Uie plastic bags are removed. The material is ground into a basic muk* and 
Uicn placed into windows fw a period of 60 to 90 days. The mavsnal then 
becomes available to you for pick up and use. 

Bring your shovels and pitchforks and take advaitage of die free mulch 
available to you. Your direct support of dus program has made it a suc- 



cess. 



Why !■ recycling yard watte important? Beciiie 
It represents approximately 18 to 20 percent of 
the waste that comes out of yours and my 
house. 

In conclusion, your participation in Uic drop-off recycling program has 
been phenomenal. An initial 13 tons of material was coll«:ted in OclobCT 
1990. When we first (^ned in August 1991. 150 tons of materials wae 
collected. That's an increase of 1,200 percent. Coupled wiUi the successful 
yard waste program, we are well on our way to reaching our 10 percent re- 
cycling goal in 1991.

More of our children are going on to receive a " 
college education and advanced training dian ever before. 

There are, however, many factors which direaten die success of our 
schools.

Richard Lcderer, himself a frustrated teacher. This andiology of accidental 
assaults upon our language not only amuses, but instructs. He insists that 
all of die fluffs, flubs, goofs and gaffes in his book are genuine and essen- 
tially unretouched, aldiough he has changed die names to protect die inno- 
cent and the careless. 

To dus day, students demonstrate a remarkable facility for mixing up 
words. Here are few samples from Mr. Lederer's collection. "Having one 
wife is called monotony." From a November dieme, "Each Thanksgiving 
it is a 0-adition for my family to shoot peasants." Anodier zinger is "A 
virtuoso is a musician with real high morals." 

Then he cites diis gleaming sentence provided by a university professor: 
"The girl tumbled down die stairs and lay prostitute at die bottom." In die 
margin, die professor commented: "My dear sir, you must learn to distin- 
guish between a fallen woman and one who has merely slipped." 

Another gem fro.B a student's history essay is sure to bring a chuckle. 
"The President of die United States, in having foreign affairs, has to have 
die consent of die Senate." Welliby now, you have die picture. Students 
will continue to make innocent errors and rarely say what diey mean when 
diey put pen to paper, or when they whip up an essay on the PC. Al- 
diough diere's a buUt-in spelling and diesaurus check, diese machines can't 
do everydiing.

Virginia Beach homeowners may 
soon have anodier bill U> pay - a $3 
to $3.50 mondily fee to flnance 
storm drainage projects in the city. 

Faced with expensive federal en- 
vironment mandates and a backlog 
of existing drainage projects that 
exceed the city's resources, die city 
is considering en£K:ting a "maV 
fee to meet die needs. 

City Manager Aubrey V. Watts 
Jr. r«;endy presented dte {voposal 
to City Council, but die plan will 
be discussed more fully on Oct. 15. 
Dean Block, assistant city man- 
ager/budget, said diat the envirwi- 
mental usear fee is in effect in other 
parts of the country but is new in 
Virginia. 

The monthly fee would be 
charged lo all developed parcels in 
dte city tased on dteir itetual ccm- 
tribution to storm water run-off. 
The city was given aatlnrity to 
impose the environmental services 
utiUty (ESU) fee by die 1991 Gai- 
»al A^embly. 

Owners of both resideittial and 
non-residential {H'operty will be 
charged the fee, but all resctential 
units will be lesessed dte sune be- 
cause die diarge is related only lo 
die impervious surface aiea (tftt area 
where construction had iiKxlified ttie 



land radier dian dte total land area. 

Non-residential parcels will be 
assessed according to the total im- 
pervious area). 

A $3 fee would generate iqqnox- 
imately $6.9 million a year, while 
the approximate revenue require- 
ment for storm drainages for fiscal 
year '92 through '94 varies between 



$9.49 million and $9.87 million a 
year. 

Watts said diat die backlog jhd- 
jects exceed available resources by 
$4.3 million each year. Widiout the 
fee, costs for federally-mandated ac- 
tivities would have to be met 
through redirection of existing re- 
sources, or dmxigh a tax increase. 

To address qierating and capital 
requirements through dte real estate 
tax rather dian dirough a user fee, 
he add, would require a tax rate in- 
crease of between 2.5 jmd 3 cents.

The bills create setback zones for 
coastal development so that flood 
insurance would not be available for 
new consUuction under certain cir- 
cumstances. 

Linwood Branch, re^senting the 
Virginia Beach Hotel and Motel 
Association, said that the issue is 
complicated and emotional. He said 
diat people want to know whetl^r 
they will have to remove their 
houses, and whether commercial 
construction will be limited forever. 

"I d(Mi't like buying a pig in a 
pc^e," he said. 

He added that contrary to some 
statonents made, the program does 
not use taxpayCTs' money to subsi- 
dize the program. The program, he 
said, has been self-supporting since 
1985. In fact, he said. Congress has 
dipped into the $400 million fund 
fOTodier needs. 

Helen McDonald said that the 
.ori^iiit f^talatkn was not strong 
-enough, and that more issues are 
involved. She said that land plan- 
ning is not related to flood insur- 



ance, but that the program would 
affect it 

Grigsby Seifres, chairman of the 
Legislative Steering Committee of 
the Virginia Beach Chiq>ter of die 
Hampton Roads Chamber of 
Commerce, said that there is no 
way for the locality to assess the 
impact of die program, which he 
saw as a possible taking of prop- 
erty.

Lanteigne said that he did not 
think there was enough good in the 
billlokeei) it alive. 

Council voted unanimously for 
the Lanteigne resolution.

Al Balko, a former council 
member who is now a candidate fw 
state delegate, said that 30 percoit 
of thfe people do not understand 
"tow we do business. What we 
have may be legal but it's not

Pungo Councilman Paul J. 
Lanteigne said that better than one- 
man, one-vote, the Virginia Beach 
voters get to vote for 11 people. 
Under the beach system, although 
borough representatives sit on 
council all council members are 
elected by all of the voters. 

Balko said that Lynnhaven with 
100,000 population has one vote 
(one representative on council), 
while Pungo with 3,000 population 
has also has one representative on 
council. 

Lanteigne said that he reinesented 
all the people. 

The Council of Civic Organiza- 
tions generally support the recom- 
mendations of the mayor's 
committee - to divide the city into 

seven approximately equal districts 
with the voters in each district 
electing one councU member iand all 
the citizens voting fOT the three at- 
large members and the mayor. 

Maurice Jackson, who presented 
the ceo position, pointed out that 
the people needed more 
accountability. He said that Al 
Balko, wto won 5,465 votes in the 
Lynnhaven Borough, was defeated 
by Councilman James W. Brazier 
Jr. to represent the borough with 
4,361 votes. Brazier's winning 
margin came from other sections of 
the city. 

He added that under the present 
system, it was possible for the 
voters in KempsviUe to control all 
of the votes since it had 37 percent 
of the population. 

"Every citizen in the city would 
live to have someone representi 
him," said Jackson. 

Lanteigne said that he rq)rBsented 
all of Virginia Beach. 

"That's the point," said Jackson, 
"Nobody represents anybody." 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said that she spent all day every day 
talking to people who are mostly 
from the Princess Anne Borough, 
but from ouier areas as well, and 



she respmids to them. She said she 
took offense at the remarks. "I'd 
like to know what I'm doing if I'm 
not re|»esenting peq?le. I dcHi't un- 
derstand the advocation of a want 
system." She said that the only 
places that have ward systems are 
wherc they are ordaed by the court 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf said 
that she placed the resolution in the 
agenda to give couikU an of^xfftu- 
nity to cmisider it 

Blackwater Councihnan John A. 
Baum said that a Supreme Court 
decision "approves our system in 
identifying rural needs di£Eciently." 

Vice Mayor Robert E. Fentress 
said that he could not siq)poit a 
ward system and has a draft describ- 
ing some of his ideas. He said dieie 
is a need for knowledge of the rural 
areas. Fentress suggests 10 bor- 
oughs divided by population as 
closely as possible with the mayor 
etected at-large. Pungo, Bladcwater 
and the Beach Borough would be 
together. He pointed out that the 
city now has eight planning dis- 
tricts. 

Obemdorf said that she had never 
suggested that the seven boroughs 
be obliterated, only that they should 
each contain approximately 55,000 
people, or one-seventh of the 
population. 

The people living in the borough 
should vote for the borough repre- 
sentatives and the three at-large 
members would remain so that (he 
body would not be so provincial. 

Councilman William D. Ses- 
soms Jr. asked how minorities 
would be addressed. He added that he 
would like to see the size of council 
reduced. 

Heisctober said that he would 
like to have that looked into also. 

"I disagree," said Obemdorf. 

Heischoba said that he had a plan 
also. He said that a way has to be 
found to achieve one msm/one vote 
while protecting two vital indus- 
tries - tourism and agriculture. 

June Martin said the CCO iffo- 
posal was fair and non-partisan. She 
also reminded Councilman James 
W. Brazier Jr. that during his elec- 
tion campaign, he said that he be- 
lieved in one man/one vote. Brazier 
said he still believed that.

Water can be "your best friend or worst enemy"

C.W. Bill Leary's 26-foot 
cruiser. Rally, docked behind his 
Ballylinn Farms' home, is ready to 
go. If there's a local water emer- 
gency, Leary, a Coast Guard 
Auxiliary volunteer, can be in his 
boat and cruising within minutes. 

Leary is one of 62 Coast Guard 
Auxiliary members from Virginia 
Beach who help keep Hampton 
Roads' waters safe. Leary, a retired 
CBN account executive, has been 
with the auxiliary for 10 years. He 
estimates that this year alone, he's 
already logged 100 hours. 

"Usually I get called when 
someone is overdue from fishing," 
he said, "and their friends or family 
is wonied." 

He said once, a fishing tfolley 
left the area to go to Cape Charles 
and a big storm hit. Relatives called 
the Coast Guard and several Coast 
Guard auxiliary boats, his among 
them, and were sent out. 

"We found them the next morn- 
ing, docked." he said. "They had 
been sitting there all night drinking 
beer and (daying gsii^" 

Leary said frequently boaters 
(ton't let their relatives or anyone 
else know exactly where they're 
going or when they're coming back. 

"They like to sneak off, and it 
causes a lot of pet^Ie to worry," he 
said. "Plus, it wastes Coast Guard 
money and volunteer energy from 
the auxiliary." 

Joan Callahan, an auxiliary staff 
officer of public education, said the 
auxiliary also gets its fair share of 
"real emergencies," and lives have 
been saved by auxiliary monbos. 

Of those who drive the 39,000 
registered recreational boats in 
Hampton Roads, many occasionally 
drive carelessly, she said. 

"One of the most dangerous 
things I see is boaters failing to use 
life preservers that fit jn'operly and 
that are in good condition " she 
said. "If you put a kid in an adult's 
life jacket, the kid's gcin^ tc i[r.r. 
out of it." 

An auxiliary motto, Is, "ail 
boaters should know before thi;y 
go." Free boating safety classes 
open to the public are held 
throughout the year. In 1991 alone, 
26 local classes, counting the ones 
already taught, are planned. Call 
Callahan at 488-0650 fw more in- 
fnmation. 

"Once you get in and take the 
courses, you become pretty sure of 
yourself," she said. "Boating is 
pe^^ful, beautiful, relaxing," she 
said. "It's a wonderful adventure, 
but even on adventures, we need to 
leam to be safe." 

The auxiliary classes teach 
boaters abcnit ptopet boat number- 
ing, installation and the jffopa use 
of fuv extingui^rs, backfire flame 
arrest^s, sound producing devices, 
navigational lights and paddles or 
oars, wtmg other things. The aux- 
iliary wUl also ixovide a free "seal 
of safety" fa* a boat, giving its 
equipment a cteck covering federal 
and state and other safety related re- 
quiremeitts. 

Auxiliary membera, all volun- 
teers, have four "cMnerstones," 
where they devote their energy - 
training, public educaticxi, vessel 
Kianinttion, plus feUowship^ 

There arc 40 to 50 Hampton 
Roads Auxilivy boau docked at 
various locatioiis, whkrh are on call 
forihe Coast Gusd 24 h«BS a ttey. 

The auxiliary, wiginally calted 
the Coast Guard Reserve, was es- 
tablished in 1939 by Conpess. 
Two years later, a CcMst Guard 
military reserve was foui^d, and 
the auxiliary acquired its pres<»it 
roune. The auxiliary's division five 
is made up of members from 
Chesapeake. Virginia Beach, 
Porumouth, Norfolk, Suffolk, 



Sndthfield and Franklin. The clos- 
est local auxiliary stations are in 
I^wtsnKNith on Crtuiey Island and in 
Virginia Beach at the Little Creek 
Amphibious Base.

tion Authority, the state, the city, 
the local business community, plus 
his staff and the airport's customo^. 

Fay said small airplanes are not 
being built as frequently as they 
used to be, since builders have to 
pay increasingly high liability in- 
surance, and hence jack up the 
prices, which many people are not 
willing to pay. 

He said he thinks the country 
needs to change its thinking, and to 
become more enthusiastic about 
these small aircraft. 

"Airplanes are added dimensiixis 
to life," he said. 

Fay learned to fly at age 17 in a 
Luscombe 8E in Massachusetts at a 
grass strip called CoonamesseL He 
said he always dreamed of running 
an airport 

After graduating from Dartmouth 
College in New Hampshire, Fay 
flew for the U.S. Air Force fw 20 
years, and then taught shortly at the 
Armed Forces Staff College in 
Norfolk, before he began teaching 
flying for Mid-Eastern. In 1980, 
Fay became Mid-Eastern's chief pi- 
lot. 

In July of 1981, Mid-Eastern 
president John Lawrence was killed 
in a plane crash near Albuquerque, 
N.M. In December, Lawrence's 
partner sold his interest in the 
company, making Fay its sole 
owner. 

Once charter flights were Mid- 
Eastern Airways' most important 
business, but in recent years, em- 
phasis has been focused on airplane 
maintenance and flight instruction,' 
Fay said. 

The airpcMt trains many studoits 
from parts of Europe where pivate 
aviation is limited and learning to 
fly is costly. Fay said the art of 
flying is bMCComing increasingly 
complex and the Fecteral Aviation 
Authority (FAA) is increasingly 
safety-conscious. Currently it takes 
roughly 15 hours of flight time be- 
fore a student can fly solo. Fav re- 
members whoi it wok less than 10 



hours. 

After all the changes Fay has 
seen at the airpOTt, he anticipates 
even more. If a proposed industrial 
park at West Road and Dominion 
Boulevard in Chesapeake is built, 
he said the airport will get many 
new customers. But park or no 
park, he {Hedicts the use of the air- 
port will continue to escalate. 

"We're just 15 minutes from 
downtown Norfolk," he said. "I 
think we're going to get busier and 
busier." 

Chesapeake Munici{»l Airport, 
along with the Hampton Roads 
Airport and the Suffolk airport, are 
all relievers for the Norfolk 
International airport 

Despite all his work with air- 
planes. Fay doesn't own his own, 
though he once had a Sterman, a 
World War II training airi^ane. 

Fay said he thinks flying an air- 
plane is "a great exhiluation," and 
if one (k)esn't feel challenged, he or 
she shouM stop flying. 

In his office, he posts a plaque: 
"Aviation is itself is not inherently 
dangerous. But to an even greater 
degree than the sea, it is terribly 
unforgiving of any carelessness, 
incipacity ot neglect" 

Fay is married and has two chil- 
dren. His daughter is a pilot soon 
to also be an instructcH' and his son 
has flown often. 

Fay said his job keeps him busy. 
"This is defini'ely not an 8-to-5 
job," he said. "Some of our busiest 
times are weekoxls." 

On a given day. Fay might pilot 
a charter flight, teach stuctent pilots, 
meet with FAA ofncials or engage 
himself in paperwork and jrtionc 
work. 

He said that while most of his 
former Air Force fri«»ds have gone 
on into occupations that take ihem 
far away .from airpofts and planes, 
he cho<»es to still {Mffsue the career 
goals he had as a boy.

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How Mold And Dampness Affect Your Health 



Dampness and mold in 
homes may dramatically in- 
crease your risk of suffering 
respiratory aliments, accwding 
to a study just published by 
the American Lung Associa- 
tion. 

The study conducted by a 
team of Canadian researches 
found that cough, wheeze, 
tneathlessness, and chest con- 
gestion were reported with 
roughly 60 percent more fre- 
quency by adults who reported 
dampness or mold in their 
homes. While reactions to 
mold are common enough in 
people with asthma or aller- 
gies, the link between mold 
and symptoms was equally 
strong in adults reporting no 
predisposing lung conditions. 

The study was reported in 
the March edition of the 
American Review of Respira- 
tory Disease, an official jour- 
nal of the American Thoracic 
Society, the Lung Associa- 
tion's medical section. The 
fmdings were based on some 



15,000 responses to a survey 
distributed in 30 Canadian 
communities. 

Thirty-eight percent of re- 
spondents said their homes had 
mold and/or dampness. As a 
group these individuals were 
62 percent more likely to 
complain of lower respiratory 
tract symptoms, such as 
wheezing and cough, and SO 
percent more likely to report 
upper respiratory symptoms, 
such as nasal congestion. 

The results are highly sig- 
nificant in that old and damp- 
ness are common household 
problems. The survey exained 
fetors that might have influ- 
enced the results, including 
smoking, other indoor sources 
of pollution, and socioeco- 
nomic status. In every case, 
the connection between mold 
and dampness and respiratory 
ailments remained strong. The 
link was dose-dependent: 
adults who reported two mold 
sites in their homes had more 
symptoms than those who re- 
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ported (xily one site. 

"While we've known for 
some time that mold causes 
respiratory problems, this 
study shows the problem may 
be a lot more pervasive that 
we thought, said Dr. Thomas J. 
Godar, Director of the Pul- 
mmiary Disease Section of St. 
Frmcis Hospital in Hartford, 



Ct. and a past president of the 
American Lung Association. 

Dr. Godar recommends that 
anyone suffering respiratory 
symptoms should check bath- 
rooms, kitchens, and base- 
ments for mold and moisture. 
When this problem is found, 
he say is, a solution is usually 
possible but requires caution. 



"For example, dehumidifiers . 
can reduce the moisture mold 
thrives on, but unless they are 
clean often, they themselves 
can easily become a source of 
mold," said Dr. Godar. "Good 
ventilation can also keep 
houses dry, but open windows 
may bring in mold from out- 
side."

Give Your Lawn That Pro-Design Look This Fall 



Fall is a great time to get cre- 
ative in your yard. Maybe you've 
been itching to put in new land- 
scaping around the house. Per- 
haps you've decided to make new 
flower beds to show off next 
year's s{»ing blooms. These are 
the kinds of jobs that are well 
suited for fall yard woik. Here's a 
roundup of tips to make them 
easier 

■ Choose shrubs and 
landscape planting for low 
maintenance. Drought-resis- 
tant plants are increasingly pop- 
ular and may be a good choice 
for your area. Resist the urge to 
place acid-loving plants in your 
alkaline soil and vice versa un- 
less you want the extra work. 
Also consider plants for their re- 
sistance to insects and other 
pests in your region of the 
country. 

■ Mix and match. Choose 
plants appropriate for the 
amount of shade or sunlight 
they'll receive. Also, look for a 
variety of plants. A mix of de- 
ciduous and evergreen, flowering 
and non-flowering, low-lying 
and upright is more pleasing to 
the eye than all plants of the 
same species. 

■ Make mulches work 
for you. Rocks, wood chips 



and other decorative materials 
can really add visual excitement 
to your landscaped beds. Along 
with blanket mulches, they form 
a pleasing contrast to landscape 
or flower plants, help retain 
moisture and soil nutrients and 
keq> weeds to a minimum. 

■ Choose a low-labor 
layout. Curved lines are more 
interesting to look at than 
straight ones. Just be certain 
when laying out your landscape 
or flower beds you keep in mind 



how easy it will be to mow 
around them. Youll thank your- 
self later for a little advance 
planning now. 

■ Design with your 
garden hose. Stretch out a 
hose in tfie shape of the bed you 
want This will make it easy for 
you to visualize the finished bed. 
Any adjustments are readily 
made and you can play with 
several ideas to decide exactly 
what you want. 



■ Preparation can be a 
snap. To clear grass or weeds 
for newer or shrub bed, borrow a 
labor-saving technique used by 
professional landscapers. Spray a 
grass and weed killer (»i the turf 
so it dies before you dig it up. 
That way, grass won't come 
back and it's much easier to turn 
under with a fork or tiller. If 
you've used the hose to outline 
your area, just spray inside the 
lines. 

■ Wait at least a week 
for the grass and weeds to 



die. You'll be able to cut 
through the dead turf far easier 
than growing grass. And, there 
won't be any live grass or weeds 
left behind to regenerate next 
spring. You can complete your 
landscape and flower beds as 
soon as the grass and weeds are 
killed. 

Fall landscaping is a great 
way to give plants a new start 
before winter. New plantings are 
less likely to be stressed by the 
drought and high temperatures 
common in summer months.

Fall is an excellent time to 
plan and install landscape light- 
ing, when many areas of your 
garden are at the height of their 
blooming beauty and before it 
gets too cold and the ground too 
hard. 

One lighting technique is ac- 
cent lighting, most often used 
on a small scale to highlight 
plants and statuary. It must be 
intense and focused so it creates 
a contrast between light and 
dark. Recommended fixtures are 
spots or mini-spreads. 



Another technique is down- 
lighting: lighting an object or 
surface from above. When fix- 
tures are mounted high up in 
trees using mercury vapor 
lamps, it is referred to as moon- 
lighting. Downlights can also be 
mounted on a pole to light large 
areas for entertaining. There is 
still time before the cold weather 
sets in for a backyard cookout.

Imagine a sweeping goose . 
. . a chimney sweeping goose. 
Years ago, the Irish used live 
geese to clean their chimneys. 

They just tied a rope around 
the bird's neck and threw him 
down the flue. The frightened 
goose flapped his strong wings 
and cleaned the chimney. 

Just over a decade ago, 
chimney sweeps in Chesapeake 
were just about impossible to 
find. With the advent of con- 
venience fuels like oil and 
natural gas, a need for sweeps 
was slowly brushed away.

According to Sam, "Wood 
stoves and fireplaces generate 
a tarry substance called cre- 
osote. Creosote sticks up in- 
side the walls of your chimney 
or stove flue and must be swept 
out." 

Left unswept, creosote will 
eventually burst into a roaring 
fire along the entire length of 
the chimney, possibly burning 
down the house. 

In one year, in the United 
States alone, more than 
60,000 chimneys burned.

"Americans enjoy being 
outdoors, and a deck addition 
is not only a source of plea- 
sure but also adds value to 
home equity," said Jim Altman 
of The Home Depot. Jeff 
Portell puts the finishing 
touches on his deck with help 
from neighbor Lynn Lemon. 

A deck not only improves 
the look and enjoyment of a 
home, but also increases its 
value. 

In a recoit survey conducted 
by Practical Ifomeowners, the 
profitability of 27 home im- 
provement projects were listed 
by 10 cities and a deck addi- 
tion appeared among the top 
10 choices for many of the 
cities surveyed. Statistics in- 
dicated that the deck repre- 
sented about a 75 percent re- 
turn on investment. 

Planning is the key to 
building a deck. Two key 
points to keep in mind is the 
architecture of the home and 
how the deck blends with the 
house's character. Other 
considerations are the deck's 
size, type of wood, what it 
will be used for, color, finish 
and the expense. 

"Peq)le want to spend more 
time on their decks. As a re- 
sult, they are using more deco- 
rative trims such as special 
handrails, colonial or Victorian 
spindles, decorative posts with 
notched or balled tops, 
benches, and attractive flood 
patterns such as herringbone," 
said Altman, Home Depot's as- 
sociate merchandiser of wood 
intxlucts. 

There are three types of 
wood generally used for decks- 
cedar, redwood and pressure- 
treated pine or fir. All three 
woods have advantages: 

• Cedar has natural oils 
which help keep the wood 
moist and delay decay. It also 
repels wood-boring insects 
such as termites. 

• Redwood has an attractive 
color and its natural oils helps 
resist all types of weather. 

• Pressure-treated wood is 
the most long-lasting and if 
used properly can last 30 to 40 
years.

should be examined before 
choosing the type wood. 

"In Texas, for example, 
pressure-treated lumber is the 
area's first choice, followed by 
redwood and then cedar," said 
Modansky. "In the South, 
usually only pressure-treated 
wood is used." 

"However, out West, in such 
states as CalifcHnia and Ari- 
zona, redwood is the number 
one choice, followed by 
cedar," he said. "The North- 
east prefers pressure-treated 
wood, with some redwood and 
cedar being used." 

Modansky said No. 2 grade 
pressure-treated wood is used in 



90 to 95 percent of all decks. 
He said this grade wood offers 
a sound, tight knot piece that 
meets all of the structural 
codes. 

"Regardless of the wood's 
grade, all of our pressure- 
treated lumber has a lifetime 
guanuitee against rot and de- 
cay," Modansky said. 

"Super Handyman" Al Carrell 
believes in laying out the deck 
before beginning construction. 

"Test it with people and fur- 
niture to make sure diat every- 
thing fits," said Carrell, a syn- 
dicated newspaper columnist. 
"Also, when building the deck, 
make sure that the grain is 



facing up, which helps the 
wood shed water." 

Regardless of the type of 
wood selected, weathering is 
inevitable. Modansky recom- 
mends that a finish be applied. 
He said there are a variety of 
finishes, such as stains, seal- 
ers, paint or bleach that in- 
crease the wood's durability 
and enhance the appearance. 

A clear, water-repellent 
sealo- provides a natural look, 
protects the wood and slows 
the weadiering process. 

"After the wood has com- 
pletely dried out, which usually 
takes about 60 days, 1 would 
spray the deck with a water-re- 



pellent sealer to prevent mois- 
ture from warping and cracking 
the wood," said Carrell. 

When using stain, remember 
the wood must be completely 
seasoned and dry. 

Paints offer a variety of 
color choices, and can also 
cover defects in a lower grade 
of wood. Painting, however, 
is more expensive than stain 
and is harder to maintain. Be- 
fore painting, make sure die 
wood is seasoned and a water- 
repellent sealer applied. 

Regardless of the type of 
wood, Modansky advises that 
an adhesive and spiral nails be 
used to ensure a sturdy deck.

Really big Golden Corral coming to Kempsville

The largest ever Golden Corral 
will be built at 1426-36 
Kempsville Road on a site that has 
been part of a continuing zoning 
bungle for years. 

The property, owned by the Bank 
of Commonwealth, is included in 
an assortment of properties owned 
by different individuals at the comer 
of Kempsville and Indian River 
Roads. 

If the |mq)erties were under one 
ownership or had a single plan. 
City Council would have no prob- 
lem and would treat it like any cor- 
ner in a busy intersection. As it is, 
owners of the individual parcels 
want access to his/her property 
leading to a superfludOs numlier of 
cuts. Also, some of the owners 
have revealed no plans for their 
pOTtions of the pix^ity. 

Council recently unanimously 
approved an application by the 
Bank of Commonwealth for a 
change in the conditions which had 
been placed on the pn^rty in con- 
nection with a Mvch 26. 1984 re- 
zoning of the bank's property from 
R-6 and 0-1. residential and office 
districts to B-2 business disuict. 
with conditions which were changed 
on Feb.. 12, 1991. 

The action waived the condition 
which allowed access to the two 
parcels lots by way of only one 
curb cut. Two will be permitted 
now. 

WiUiam Cashman. rq)resenting 
the bank, raid thiU the applicant has 
an agreemem widi the owna of an- 
oth«- parcel, Runnymcadc, for ac- 
cess among the three parcels. Un- 
less the change was made, he said. 
Golden Corral would not be inter- 
ested in tlK site.

• New forms of assessment that are performance- or outcome-based. 
The school would be the entity that should be held accountable for student 
progress. 

• Educational leadership. The principal is a key instructional leader; 
therefore, the board will undertake principal selection and training as vital 
issues. 

• Reduction of teach'er-pupil ratios in K-3.

October 12, 1992. will mark the 500th anniversary of the day of 
Columbus landed in the new worid; but times have changed since early 
observances of that event Today, his discovery and its significance are un- 
der attack. 

For the 300th anniversary of that event, a monument was dedicated to 
Columbus in New York City, followed by patriotic tributes. In honcv of 
the 400th anniversary, President Benjamin Harrison proclaimed October 
12. 1892. a holiday for the people of the United States and said. 
"Columbus stood in his ^e as a pioneer of progress and achievement" 
The president then called on schools to fly die American flag and plan pa- 
triotic exercises. 

The editor of a children's magazine composed "The Pledge of Allegiance" 
to be recited by school children on that occasion, and the House of Repre-

sentatives q)propriated funds for the Worid's Columbian Exposition. 

Now, Columbus Day has lost its traditional date. In his journal, 
Columbus recorded the date of Oct 12, 1492, as the day he made landfall. 
But in 1968, Congress adopted the "Monday Holiday Law," designating the 
second Monday in October as Columbus Day. The 12th rarely falls on that 
Monday. This year Columbus Day is the 14th and will not be a holiday for 
city employees or even for school children. 

If this quincentennial celebration is about discovery, Scandinavian- 
Americans claim that we should be honoring Lief Erickson. They assert 
that Columbus actually discovered Central and South America. Others say 
America had already been discov^ed by the Indians who were here when he 
arrived. It is certainly a fact that Columbus himself hadn't the foggiest idea 
of where he was when he landed. 

Actually, the place he made land is in dispute. For years, historians 
concluded that the island Columbus named "San Salvador" was the present 
Watling Island. However, in November 1986, the National Geographic 
published an article recharting that epic voyage and citing evidence to sup- 
port the theory that the island on which Columbus first landed was actually 
Samana Cay. 

The cover story, "Whose America?" in Time, July 8. 1991, reports the 
current tendency to revise history. "A growing emphasis on the nation's 
multicultural heritage exalts racial and ethnic pride at the expense of social 
cohesion." Instead of teaching that Columbus discovered the New World, 
multi-culturalists suess that America was already inhabited and that Euro- 
pean expk>rers should be blamed for des^iling a continoit! 

In spite of all these changes and charges, plans for the quincentennial 
promise to be a star-spangled salute to the "Admiral of the Ocean Seas." 



Preparations for this anniversary arc underway in more than twenty coun- , 
tries. The United States has had a blue-ribbon panel at work, authorized by' 
Public Law 98-375, introduced in Congress in February 1982. 

Italy, the birthplace of Columbus, is making big plans. Columbia, 
named for the admiral, has a committee in place. Of course Spain, which; 
financed the original expedition, will take a leading role. Appropriately, 
Spain will host the Olympic Games in Barcelona and a World Fair in 
Seville during the anniversary year. A modem Spanish Armada - replicas of 
the Nina, Pinta and Santa Maria - will reu^ce the historic voyage. 

Instead of teaching that Columbus discov- 
ered the new world, multiculteralists stress

European explorer should be blamed for ^ 

despoiling a continent! ^ 

Other maritime events are scheduled, including a tall ships race across, 
the Atlantic from Cadiz to Puerto Rico. America-500 hopes to bring to- 
gether 500 sailing yachts from all over the worid to call at ports visited by . 
ships of Columbus. The Organization of American States has made ; 
historical restoration its primary objective. Other groups are publishing 
maps of early exploration and tracing immigration routes. 

No matter how one views history, the voyage of Columbus linked the 
Old World with the New and deserves reflection and celebration.

Council rescues 22-acre site on General Booth Boulevard 



A 6-5 vote by City Council re- 
cently rescued a 2.2-acre site on 
Genoal Booth Boulevard at Culver 
Lane from business zoning which 
was opposed by area residents. 

Princess Anne Borough Coun- 
cilwoman Reba McClanan said that 
the city made "quite a commitment 
in the area and it has worked well 
during the last five years."

of the city. This is not accom- 
plished, she said, by piecemeal 
zoning but by setting goals. 

Eight D Corporation had appUei 
for a conditional zoning 
reclassification from AG-2 agricul- 
tural district to B-2 community 
business district and for a condi- 
tional use permit for an autonu^ile 
service station (gas sales in con- 
junction with a convenience sum), 
a car wash and an automotive ser- 
vice establishment (quick lube) on 



the property. The applicant also 
planned to construct a row of retail 
shops on the front part of the prop- 
erty. 

Howevw, the city's Comprehen- 
sive Plan recommends suburban 
high density residential at densities 
that are compatible with single- 
family use. 

McClanan said that the city

She was initially very interested 
in die art of teaching ballet and was 
one of six students from the United 
States chosen to attend teacher 
tnuning at the Jeffrey.

Fall brings uncrowded beaclies 



When the first Canadian cool 
front blows down on Virginia 
Beach in late summer, the breath of 
fresh air brings a complete change 
in the atmosphere to diis resort 
city. 

The cool front blows the sultry 
days and nights of summer away 
and brings crisper, less humid 
weather in its stead. Summer visi- 
tors return to their homes in time 
for the opening of school. Resi- 
dents, who say early fall is the best 
time of year in Virginia Beach, 
come out to take advantage of the 
uncrowded beaches. Surfers head for 
the ocean to ride the late summer 
swells that roll in day after day. 

Autumn is the time of year when 
nature comes to the fore in this re- 
sort city, doubly blessed with two 
beaches courtesy of the Chesapeake 
Bay and the Atlantic Ocean. 

Brown pelicans fly in unison up 
and down the oceanfront, so close 
to the water they appear to play tag 
with the waves. Groups of tiny 
sandpipers and other shorebirds 
march in a quick-legged gait up and 
down the beach, staying just out of 
reach of the incoming waves. 

Dolphin m^e their morning run 
down the oceanfront to feed. These 
playful mammals may leq) and dive 
with a bit more energy as they feel 



the water temperatures cooling and 
begin lo anticipate their southern 
migration. 

Old-timers say the first northeast 
breath of the fail air sends the best 
little eating fish in the region, the 
spot, moving south on its winter 
travels also. This panfish with the 
characteristic spot on its head is fat 
and plump from a summer of eating 
in the Chesapeake Bay. Anglers 
line local fishing piers or surfcast 
from the besch to get their share of 
the sweet-tasting fish. 

Traditional Virginia Beach 
seafood restaurants will please the 
locals by featuring fried spot as a 
menu special when the fish are 
running, but spot are not the only 
good eating in Virginia Beach in 
the fall. September and October is a 
prime time of year for many local 
fish, as they all begin to migrate 
«)uth. It's the beginning of the 
oyster season and, this fall, the end 
of one of the best crab seasons in 
years. 

Nothing beats a cool evening at 
one of the outdoor restaurants, 
feasting on oysters on the half shell 
and watching the sun set over the 
Chesjq}eake Bay or seeing a full 
moon, always plumper in fall, rise 
over the ocean. " 

Traditionally fall has also been 



the time to dine on striped bass, or 
rockfish as old-timers call it Until 
last year there had a ban on 
harvesting this popular fish because 
its numbers w&k declining. Just the 
thought of striped bass season. 
which begins this week, has fish- 
ermen and diners alike counting the 
days. 

Acre for acre, Virginia Beach 
probably has more land devoted to 
wildlife preserves than any other 
city on the East Coast and, as with 
many things in Virginia Beach, fall 
is a great time to visit them. 
Mosquitos, a major summer attrac- 
tion in wildlife areas, are just about 
gone. Migrating warblers dtiH 
monarch butterflies, along with a 
few early waterfowl, have taken 
their place. 

False Cape State Park and Back 
Bay National Wildlife Refuge at the 
southern tip of Virginia Beach are 
adjoining preserves on a barrier spit 
with almost 10 miles of unpopu- 
lated oceanfront and freshwater 
shoreline along Back Bay. Wild 
horses get frisky in ^e cool air, and 
an occasional wild pig can be seen 
rooting in the marshes. 

Seashore State Park near the re- 
sort area is a National Natural 
Landmark. It is noted as the nofth- 
em-most habitat for Spanish moss.

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which can be seen draped on cypress 
trees growing in daik lagoons. 

Fall, when tourist atu^ctions are 
relatively uncrowded, is a great time 
for history buffs to discover one of 
the birthplaces of the United States. 
The three ships carrying the first 
permanent English settlers to the 
New World landed at Cape Henry in 
Virginia Beach before heading up 
river to found Jamestown in 1607. 

Histcmc sites abound, from the 
towering cross commemorating that 
landing to the 200-year-old C^)e 
Henry Lighthouse, a sentinel at the 
entrance to the Chesapeake Bay. On 
a clear, crisp day. a visitor can see 
acron the moudi of theCh»apeake 
Bay to the Cape Charles Light- 
house on the other sicfe. 

Museums such as the quaint Ufe- 
Saving Museum of Virginia on the 
oceanfront. die Virginia Marine 
Science Museum with the largest 
aquarium in Virginia, and the Vir- 
ginia Beach Center for Arts, widi 
its rotating exhibits on 20th cen- 
tury arts, are pleasant escapes when 
summer tourists have gone their 
way. 

Also, after Labor Day, most Vir- 
ginia Beach hotels offer off-season 
rates. To find out more about Vir- 
ginia Beach at a great time of the 
year, just call the Visitor Informa- 
tion Center at 425-751 1.

The prospect of reaching such a 
large and diverse audience is excit- 
ing to the ONSTAGE staff and 
dedicated volunteers who have la- 
bored toag and hard to bring atten- 
tion to Hampton Rolls' active mts 
and entertainment scene. It's also 
extremely gratifying as theirs is a 
voice that has almost been silenced 
several times. 

"In point of fact," says ONSTAGE 
co-founder and Editor-In-Chief 
Jonathan Marten, "it's pure insanity 
that ever got us off the ground in 
die first place. But what we did 
have was a tenacious belief in what 
we were doing which made us 
refuse to cave in when common 
sense dictated we should." 

What they also had was a fierce 
editorial policy dedicated not only 
to supporting and promoting the 
arts, but to reporting accurately 
what was happening within the arts 
scene and why. It was die policy 
that started attracting some of the 
most talented writers living in the 
area to ONSTAGE. 

"We never made a conscious 
choice to become controversial," 
Marten recalls. "It was simply tiiat 
we were all aits {vofessionals who 
had trained kmg and hard to (k> what 
we did; we had a mutual feeling of 
personal responsibility. We felt it 
was important not only to treat our 
req>ective crafts witii respect and 
care, but to demand the same from 
the community of people wOTking 
within those fields. Our attitude 
ruffled a number of feathers, but it 
also won us a lot of friends and 
support. At the same time it at- 
uacted writers who felt ONSTAGE 
was the only place they had the 
freedom to speak out honestiy on 
important subjects relating to the 
Hampton Roads arts scene." 

Among the writers was former 
Cue Magazine columnist and critic 
Chip Orton. who had recenUy 
moved to Virginia Beach from New 
York City. 

"I knew of Chip in New Ywk." 
said Marten, "but I didn't know 
him. We travelled in vasdy different 
circles. He had his own cable 
cabaret show, had interviewed ev- 
erybody, and was a force to be 
reckoned widi." 

In 1987 when a political.situa- 
tion arose within die Shakespeare- 
By-The-Sea Festival diat dueatened 
Orton's position as a ctmsultant to 
die Festival, ONSTAGE was diere 
to cover events. The impressed Or- 
ton volunteered his services as a 
contributing editor to the young 
magazine, resurrecting his catch-all 
column, Nightcrawling, from his 
Cue days. It quickly became a con- 
stant source of amusement, irrita- 
tion and discussion among ON- 
STAGE readers. Although Orton 
passed away earlier diis year, his 
spirit and wit are still fell in die 
magazine. 

Happily for die ONSTAGE crew, 
after another of his poiodic escapes 
in San Francisco, writer/humorist 
and co-founder Craig Runyon has 
returned tc die imi^ine. "He never 
outgrew his National Lampoon 
days," Marten said. "Ifc's been de- 
scribing his position with the 
magazine as 'Staff Infection.' " 

Also retumii^ is fonna' Edittx'- 
In-Chief Muilyn Brant, one of die 
most sought afto- production stage 
managers in area theatre and. 
accccding to Maiten, "aa incredibly 
AabiUzing influoioe on die genoal 
lunacy around dw OfSoc," who will 
become a contributing editcv. "The 
added benefit widi Marilyn," injects 
Edian Marten, "is she brings (her 
husband) Frank, die best office <»-- 
gmiizer we've evar had." 



MJ3. Ridge is a reelected and 
pnriific litupcal composer (she has 
been referred to as 'The Bella

continues to sell tviskly. She was 
otKC a stringer for die now defunct 
L.A. Mirror and is die daughter of 
radio-TV performer Del Sharbutt 
and the late singer Men Bell.

"I like our ability to go after die 
unusual." she said.

1989, Gene Hammett, founder and 
artistic advisor of the Tidewater 
Ballet, was a regular contributor to 
the dance section. Currently that 
mantle has been taken up by his 
protege and TBA successor, former 
Joffrey Ballet soloist, Glenn White. 
Respected WVEC anchorman Jim 
Kincaid has been a regular 
contributor to ONSTAGE with his 
Notes column since October, 1989. 

Co-founder and former co-pub- 
lisher of UpBeai magazine, Cadier- 
ine Tynes has recentiy joined die 
C&^STAGB staff |o edit die revamped 
rock "scclion. joining writer and 
former WNIS producer Brian 
Turner, writer Jennifer Clark, and 
ace concert photographer Ralph 
Fitzgerald whose wo-k has ai^ieared 
in Rolling Stone and Billboard 
Magazine. 

Noted writer, lecturer and hu- 
morist Hope Mihalap contributes 
wiuy previews of upcoming Vir- 
ginia Opera productions; Anke 
Wolf, formed^ an agent and man- 
ager representing numerous singers 
on the European opera scene and 
who has workcid with Placido 
Domingo and Russian-born Ivan 
Rebroff whom she discovered, is 
also a frequent contributor to ON- 
ST AGE'S classical section. Casting 
Director William Dean (What 
About Bob? A Woman Named 
Jackie) tackles film and dieatrical 
reviews as well as the occasional 
movie related feature. 

"In addition," says Edian, "we ue 
always finding new writers, experts 
in dieir respective fields, so we can 
continue to bring the public the 
best, most inside and up-to-date, as 
well as an informative and fun look 
at the arts and entertainment in 
Hampton Roads." 

Summing up for the group. 
Ridge gives an overall perspective 
on die peq)le behind ONSTAGE. 

"Woricing widi tiiis group is like 
attending a year-long family re- 
union of eminent psychotics. It's a 
lot of fun and anydiing but boring 
if you don't let it make you crazy. 
Diffing my tenure, I have person- 
ally survived everything from 
threats of physical harm b> legal 
action. It's a case of the patients 
running die asylum." 

"And," says Jonadian, "reading 
ONSTAGE is every bit as fim and 
exciting."

Confessions of a journalist 



Try as we 
may, liars are 
hard to catch

Edilor's Note: This column was 
written, due to a news deadline, be- 
fore Supreme Court nominee 
Clarence Thomas' faie had been de- 
cided by the U.S. Senate Judiciary 
Committee. His appointment was 
expected to he voted on Tuesday 
evening, Oct. 15, 1991. 

It's not especially easy or joyous 
being a full-time journalist. On a 
day-to-day basis, we must make 
hard decisiois, importrnt judgement 
calls, on who to believe, who to 
trust, who is credible, whose story 
is worth telling. 

We are asked to be like lawyers, 
judges, the jury, cops, professors, 
environmental police and anything 
and everything in between. We also 
find ourselves being very cynical 
and not easily impressed. 

We must trust our intuition, our 
instincts, our knowledge of what 
we know as fact, what we surmise. 
We must try to understand and pre- 
dict people's motivations from their 



words and actions. We try to be 
right, but it would be arrogant to 
say that we always are. If we make 
a mistake, most of us feel very, 
very badly about it. But we admit 
our faults, acknowledge them, and 
sincerely try harder the next time. 

But what makes being a jour- 
nalist especially trying is the con- 
stant c(Micem that we ic being lied 
to. It is almost impossible to work 
with people we can't trust. Cer- 
tainly, sometimes we think people 
are lying when they aren't. Con- 
versely, oftentimes we believe peo- 
ple when they are actually being 
disingenuous. Liars are detestable. 

Lies, rumors, scandals, con- 
troversies and negative publicity 
can ruin a person's professional and 
personal life - adversely affect that 
person's business, desux)y his or her 
credibility, scar them forever. That's 
why it is so important for journal- 
ists to quote people as accurately as 
possible, be as fair and objective as 
possible, tell the whole story, ask 
questions that people don't want to 
be asked, and publish their answers 
for the community to read and 
evaluate. It is our duty to raise 
questions. 

Sure, sometimes we hurt people 
in the name of providing in- 
formation so the community can 



make its own decisions and judge- 
ments on how to interpret a per- 
son's, or the government's, actions 
or words. That's about the best we 
can do. Personally, I don't believe 
that the media should have its own 
private agenda - except, that is, a

Sue Landerman's 
stone sculpture 
coming to Beach

When Portsmouth sculptor Sue 
Landerman was looking for rocks in 
a quarry, she caught a fish. 

Or so she exclaimed when she 
saw a certain piece of stone. 

Landerman, a 53-year-old 
Swimming Point resident, gets ex- 
cited over her work, she said. Each 
of her 78 sculptures have come 
from the heart. 

Her work will be on display at 
the Artists at Work Gallery and 
Studio in Virginia Beach beginning 
in November. Currently her work 
can be seen on at the Tidewater 
Artist Association exhibit at 
WHRO in Norfolk. 

Landerman goes to quarries to 
select her pieces of alabaster, talc, 
soap stone steatite and marble in 
order to carry on with her work. 
She said that she can often tell what 
the linishcd product will be before 
she even picks the stone up, as in 
the case with the fish. 

She can most often be found 
sculpting in a workshop behind her 
mentor and teacher's home in Siesta 
Gardens chipping, chiseling and 
forming pieces of stone into works 
of art while listening to her Mozart 
tapes. She took up the hobby more 
than three years ago under the in- 
struction of Marvin Goldfarb, a 



"artsy -craftsy" person, she said. 
She has "done everything. I've al- 
ways had lots of things going on." 
In her past, she has been consumed 
with writing and other types of 
crafting, she said. 

Now all of her energy is put into 
her sculpting. 

"It is the most rewarding and the 
most beautiful thing I've ever done 
in my whole life," she said. 

Landerman has been in 
Portsmouth since 1958. She was 
born in 1937 in Ashland, Ken- 
tucky, to Kathleen and John 
Spence, who now reside in Norfolk. 

She has two sisters and a brother 
and looks back fondly on her early 
years. 

"1 guess I was always a tomboy," 
she said. 

Her father gave her the apprecia- 
tion for tools that she has today. 

"I think the finest thing 1 learned 
from him is that he is my best 
friend," she said. "He has such a 
gift of unconditional love. We're a 
very close family." 

She described her home environ- 
ment as "strict, but loving. You 
were expected to keep a certain 
standard." She and her siblings 
feared a lecture from their father 
more than a whipping, she said. 

"You didn't want to gel him to 
talk to you," she said. "We didn't 
have a whole lot and you learned lo 
work for what you got, which 
makes you appreciate life more." 

Landerman graduated from Drccr 
High School in Columbia, S.C., in 
1957. She was an average student

And even when the 
truth is readily ai^xuent. some peo- 
ple refuse to believe iL But what's 
important, perhaps the most 
impwtant reason to live in the Free 
W(M^ld, is the Constitutional right 
to ask questions and make personal 
decisions, md to defend yourself 
against aliegatioas. 

Hill said Tuesday that she is not 
fantasizing about what she testified 
under caih before the U.S. Senate 
Judiciay Committee as to Thomas' 
sexual advances. She said she was 
not a spumed woman. Not a mar- 
tyr. Not psychologically disturbed. 
She said she had mote to gain by 
being silent than vocal. She has 
detractors. She has supporters. She 
has "handlers." In fiK;t .Thomas was 
one of her best character witnesses. 
He said he always knew her to be 
forthright and honest. No one who 
testified or who sat on the commit- 
tee was qualified to judge her men- 
tal condition. 

Going into the proceedings, 
Thomas was the accused • innocent 
until proven guilty - the burden of 
proof on Hill. He has the White 
House's support, including public 
relations and legal handlers. He has 
President Bush's unwavering devo- 
tion. And Bush likes to win at 
whatever he does. For the senators, 
a vole against Thomas is a vote 
against him. There is not enough 
"evidence" against him, some sena- 
tors say. Thomas will be con- 
firmed. If for no other reason, to 
avoid a repeat of what just hap- 
pened, even though new reports 
linking him to pornography and 
misconduct continue to surface. 
Bush said he chose the most quali- 
fied person to nominate. Most ob- 
servers agree that Thomas is not a 
legal eagle. But his Conservative 
ideology is compatible with Bush's. 
Bush was under pressure to replace 
a black justice with another one of 
the same color. But Bush also had 
to be careful not be linked, even 
though he was, to a public cam- 
paign against a black woma.i. A far 
greato' concern to many people is 
the increasingly Conservative 
Supreme Court. whk:h for example, 
may make abortion illegal na- 
tionwide. Liberals across the coun- 
try shudder. A "liberal conspiracy" 
theory has been advanced that 
maintains that Hill was a pawn 
used to derail the Conservative 
train. 

Who knows? Eventually, how- 
ever, the real story may appear, at 
least more fully than it has thus far. 

Thomas' nomination was not 
suppo.<ied to have an overt racial 
overtones. But he didn't shy away 
from figuratively saying he was 
being "lynched," hung from a tree, 
by the committee. It goes on and 
on and on. This past weekend will 
go down in history as one of the 
most multidimensional and multi- 
faceted in American history. It will 
be discussed and debated for decades, 
if not for centuries - that is, if the 
worid lasts that long. 

People in the world today are be- 
coming more and more obsessed 
with power, money, sex and plea- 
sure. It is these pursuits that will 
without a doubt eventually lead to 
Mankind's ultimate destruction. 

There are so many problems in 
the world today - homelcssness, 
poverty, disease, greed, crime, cor- 
ruption, drug and alcohol addiction, 
toTorism, war and perhaps the most 
insidious of all, ignorance and lack 
of compassion for fellow man.

I believe 
dial. That's why nothing surprises 
me anymore and I don't put any- 
body above doing anything. 

Bodi Thomas and Hill are hu- 
man. Bodi are undoubtedly ciqnble 
of lying. 

It used to be, long before I was 
bom, diat women were treated witfi 
more respect than they are today. 
But that was when many of diem 
didn't curse, smoke and drink, and 
bird] control was only a dream. But 
die women's liberation movement 
took women out of the kitchen and 
into corporated board rooms and 
locker rooms. They wanted to be 
equal with men. And rightfully so. 
Just like how die black man fought 
so hard for equality widi whites. 
Much progress has been made. But 
in a predominantly white, male- 
dominated society as ours, in many 
cases, women, blacks and odier 
minorities still take a back seat. 
There's still race, gender, religious 
and social class prejudices. It's un- 
likely to change any time in die 
near future, if at all. The senate, 
which will decide Thomas' fate, 
consists of 98 men and two 
women.

The fight between Thomas and 
Hill is symbolic of the struggles 
men and women, black and white, 
face everyday. Hill's supporters 
aren't just supporting her, but also 
every woman in die world who has 
been a victim of sexual harassm«it. 
And it should also be noted, dial 
women are also capable of sexually 
harassing men. 

The Thomas and Hill batde is 
symptomatic of societal deteriora- 
tion, where self-indulgence and 
egocentrism transcends kindness, 
courtesy and fairness. 

Sensitive journalists, who, under 
the Constitution are free to practice 
dieir skill unfettered by political 
constraints, do much soul-search- 
ing. That's not to say, however, 
diat they feel any mon than many, 
many odier people. But our job is 
to try to make die world a better 
place in which to live. It's not easy, 
but most of us uy. We try to shine 
a light in areas of darkness. We try 
to help the "Hide man" who is 
fighting City Hall. We try to un- 
cover deceit. But there aren't not 
diat many of us. Small papen have 
small staffs. And big papers often 
attend to special interest groups and 
political ideology. The public 
doesn't always trust die press. But 
it trusts government even less. 
Thank goodness, most people real- 
ize that a free press is the only 
checks and baUuice system available 
to hold politicians, suid wanna-be 
legislators iH;countabte for their ac- 
tions. 

And may it ever be thus. 

The public will probably never 
know whedier Thomas or Hill is 
telling the truth. Some people 
think the uuth is probably some- 
where between boUi of dieir posi- 
liwis. But diis debate may not have 
ever have happened if some com- 
mitu» staff member hadn't leaked 
Hill's supposcd-to-be confidential 
report lo the pre%. But a political 
leak is oftentimes the public's sal- 
vation.

Lottery money not enough 



A couple of days ago, an aide to one of the political candidates called 
with an interesting question. What could the schools do with $16 million 

dollars? 

This particular candidate is recommending returning half of the lottery 
proceeds generated from an area b^k to that area to be used for schools and 
$16 million would be Virginia Beach's share of that money for this year. 
That presented an interesting question and th aide was very excited thmking 
that would be a windfall for public education. Nobody in his right mmd 



would turn down that kind of money, but the truth is, that we are so far 
behind what we really need for students, that $16 million might just let us 
catch up to what was cut out of our budget last year. Lottery money alone 
will not solve the problem. 

Since it seems like most of the local candidates support this concept, 1 
hope they'll send the money if they get elected; it will really help. But, 
what we really have to work on is increasing revenue. Instead of constantly 
recutting the "pie." we've got to get a bigger pie. 

Though bodi state and federal leaders pat themselves on the back and talk 
about much more money is going into education from year to year, what 
they fail to disclo.se is what percentage of the total cost is borne by whom. 
Over the last 20 years, the stale's share of the cost has gone from 33.2 
percent in 1970 to 35.2 percent in 1990; the local share has gone from 
47.7 percent in 1970 to 49.9 percent in 1990 and the federal share has gone 
from 11.5 percent in 1970 to 5.5 percent in 1990. It is clear that local ar- 
eas are bearing more of the burden while the federal government is bearing 
less. Since it is unlikely that wc can interest the federal government in ac- 
cepting more responsibility for public education, we must find a way for 
our state government to have the funds to support education. This does not 
relieve local areas of their responsibilities, but they are already supporting 
about half the cost. 

I know it's looked on as hearsay to even whisper the word "taxes" during 
the campaigns, but somebody has to be realistic about possible options for 



raising more revenue. The state could increase sales taxes and reap $469 
million per percentage-point of the rate. They could increase personal in- 
come taxes and gain $33.4 million per percentage-point of the surtax. In- 
creasing each of the four personal income tax brackets by one percentage- 
point would add approximately $600 million to state revenues. They could 
increase the corporate income tax from 55 percent of the national average 
to the national average which could produce $270 million more per year. 
They could increase the cigarette tax. Increasing the tax rale from 2.5 cents 
per pack to 10 cents would increase revenue by about $48 million, if con- 
su mption were not reduced. ^^^ 

But the truth is that we are so far behind 



what we really need for students, that $16 

mi llion might Just catch up to what was cut 

out of our budget last year. 

These arc just a few rather painless suggestions that could produce 
greater amounts of money for the stale which in turn should lead to more 
money available for schools. We hope to ask the members of ihe General 
Assembly to consider some of these options. Then maybe next fall wc can 
get a call asking what would the Virginia Beach schools do with $100 
million? 




Selecting a justice

The Supreme Court has seen many changes in its personnel and vast 
changes in its power since it was created by the ConsUUition a little over 
two centuries ago. Article III loosely outlined federal jurisdiction, but gave 
Congress the aufliority to work out the details. 

It remained for the Senate to adopt the Federal Judiciary Act of 1789 as 
its first piece of legislation. The members of Congress sought advice from 
a great many constituents, especially attorneys and judges, and this act was 
so well constructed that substantial changes did not occur for a century. 

Because the judicial provisions of the Constitution were controversial 
and threatened ratification of the document, Alexander Hamilton asserted in 
The Federalist (No. 78): 'The judiciary, from die nature of its functions, 
will always be the least dangerous to the political rights of the Constitu- 
tion, because it will be least in a capacity to annoy or injure them. . . . 
The judiciary has no influence over either the sword or the purse . . . It 
may truly be said to have neither force nor will, but merely judgment." 

That appraisal still seems accurate, but it is apparent that it is judgment 
raUicr than force or will that is most important today. Thus. We Uie People 
are concerned about every appointment to the Supreme Court. 

The Constitution gives the president the "Power, by and with the Advice 
and Consent of the Senate" to appoint the justices of the Supreme Court 
President George Washington had the unique opportunity of a^Kiinting die 
entire judiciary, including, of course, all members of the Supreme Court. 



t-rom the beginning, these were political appoinunents. Washington 
named to die court only those with whom he was politically compatible. 
All were Federalists. But he also saw that there was equal geographic 
representation on the courts. His first six appointees to the Supreme Court 
included Uiree northerners and three southerners. (The Judiciary Act of 1 801 
reduced the number to five to avoid tie votes. In 1869, Congress increased 
the size of the court to tiie present nine.) 

When residence ceased to be an issue, there was an effort toward reli- 
gious representation. That brought about a so-called "Jewish scat." In fact. 
Supreme Court nominees did not even appear before the Judiciary 
Committee until Felix Frankfurter was nominated by President Roosevelt 
January 5, 1939. His credentials were impeccable and his nomination was 
unanimously confirmed 12 days later. 

Like the current nominee, Frankfurter had an inauspicous beginning. 
Bom of Jewish parents, he knew no English when he arrived in New York 
at the age of 12. Yet. eight years later, he graduated third in his class at the 
City College of New York and 1906 received highest honors from Harvard 
Law School. But these facts were not Uien considered qualifications for 
membership on die highest court in the land. 

Since die Supreme Court opened ils fall term Monday. Oct. 7. with one 
scat vacant, it seems appropriate to review the way the Uiree-step 
confirmation process has been handled in the case of nominee Judge 
Clarence Thomas. 

The first step is two-fold. The president submits a nominauon to Uie 
Senate. One assumes Oiis was done before Uie president held a live tele- 
vised conference on die Kennybunkport lawn to intfoduce die nominee to 
die people as die best qualified persons to serve as an associate justice. 

Currently, racism is the divisive issue, and diere is strong sentiment to 
replace a black widi a black. In spile of denials dial race was a factor, die 
president's nominee is a black conservative widi whom he is politically 
compatible. 

Next, die nomination is referred to die Judiciary Committee, which may 
hold a hearing to satisfy itself dial die nominee is qualified for office. Un- 
fortunately, neither Congress nor statute prescribes Uie professional 
qualifications or experience of a juslicc. 

The story of how Ihomas triumphed over deprivaUon. discrimination 
and rejection is inspiring, but should hardly be considered a determmmg 
factor in his nomination. His professional credentials for Uiis appointment 
consist of one year on die bench and litUe if any constituuonal scholar- 



ship. 

In view of the many irrelevant questions posed at the recent hearing, as 
well as the many irrelevant responses, one wonders if the time has come to 
establish general guidelines for appointment to the Supreme Court. Surely, 
these should involve constitutional scholarship, professional experience 
and a meaningful record. 

Anthony Lewis, columnist for The New York Times, suggests dial die 
whole structure of die Senate hearings should be changed. "It would be best 
of all if die senators could curb ihcir egos and let counsel, one for each 
side, ask die questions. That might introduce some continuity and logic 
into the consutulional process of profound importance." 

Step two of die confirmation process requires die committee to report 
the nomination to the Senate, generally with a recommendation. The 
members dien vote on the question of confirmation. With the Judiciary 
Committee's 7-7 tie vote, dierc will be no recommendation in die case of 
Judge Thomas. 



Some goo d may come out of this messy 
aff air, as Senator Joseph R. Biden. chairman 
of the Judiciary Committee, has now called 
for a review of the entire confirmation proc- 



ess. 



The nomination now moves to die full Senate, where more conienuous 
debate is predicted. There is somcdiing inconsistent in the process when 
senators announce their vote on national television before die debate. The 
Senate vote was set for the day after the court opens its new session wiUi 
predictions dial Judge Thomas may receive die most negative votes of any 
justice in Supreme Court history. 

As diis column goes to press, however, allegations of sexual harassment 
a decade ago have caused a week's postponement. If the Senate vote is fa- 
vorable, die president takes die third and final step of die process by mak- 
ing die appoinunent and issuing a commission to the official. 

If die Senate's vote is negative based on charges by Anita Hill, a tenured 
law professor at die University of Oklahoma, one wonders how this will 
affect die judge's continuation on the federal bench. Some good many come 
of diis messy affair, as Senaler Joseph R. Biden, chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee, has now called for a review of die entire confuniaiion process.

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hand is not something new. 
stems from die November of 1989 
elections, when Democrats lost Uie 



78th District House seat, the 
Chesapeake commonwealth attor- 
ney's office and die ueasurer's posi- 
tion, to Republicans and indepcn- 
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dents. After this. Forehand put 
pressure of die Democratic city 
chairman, Dwight Parker, and 
brought a wave of new people into 
the party's city committee. Fore- 
hand financed these people's mem- 
bership dues, and in January of 
1990, die new members helped re- 
place Parker with Catherine 
Cantrell, who's still the party 
chairwoman. However, Bazemore 
says Forehand has really conuolled 
die city committee since then, and 
this helped her decide to run an in- 
dependent cmipai^. 

It also helps fuel her allegations 
that Forehand is a "millionaire 
playboy" who's trying to "buy" die 
district. 

Sure, Forehand is a Norfolk 
Academy-educated, cx-Haverfonl 
College mffli widi a law degree who 
doesn't have miKh in common, on 
an extnnai level, widi Bazemwc's 
past as a farm hand, laundry worker, 
dry cleaning inspector and drug 
stJMe sales clerk, before she became 
•a piAlic Khooi teacher, and later, 
an ODU professor. She was edu- 
cated at Norfolk State University, 



Hampton University and die Uni- 
versity of Virginia. 

These two candidates have vasUy 
different personal styles, and it is 
easy lo see how die uninformed 
might select one of diese two can- 
didates above the other simply 
based on a preference of personality 
and outward appeal. 

But what matters is where dicy'll 
devote their energies and votes if 
Richmond for the next term. It's 
hard to know this when Bazemore 
is spending an inordinate anounl of 
time and breadi telling die commu- 
nity what Forehand has done 
"wrong" instead of what she's done 
'right," and Forehand is caught up 
in a cycle of defending himself. 
He's also dirown out some jabs at 
Bazemore. 

BoUi candidates, essentially, have 
called each other "liars." Neither 
seems to be outfight lying, just 
presenting select pieces of "the 
trudi," as is die nature of many po- 
litical campaigns. 

Take, for example, Bazcmore'S 
list of allegations against 'Tom," 
as she calls him, Uiat she is circu- 
lating amwig voters. Much of what 



she's telling die community is 
misleading. Consider die following: 
• Bazemore says a wedands bill 
Forehand sponsored was 
"devastating" to farmers, builders 
and businesses. . 

The actual non-tidal wetlands bill 
Forehand sponsored, however, never 
passed, and thus could not have 
"devastated" anyone. Wetlands laws 
dial did devastate some farmers and 
builders were federal, not stale laws. 
Forehand apparendy had nodiing lo 
do widi dicse. 

fc' Bazemore also says Forehand 
is die cause of bodi a "slow down 
in die building of a schools" and 
ledix^ leach^' salari<», becau% he 
was die tiebreaker in a House of 
Appropriations Committee vote to 
l»ottct die Literary Fund, set aside 
by die stale for school construction. 
Forehand's vote did allow die com- 
mittee to debate a bill diverting 
money from die fund, said Chesa- 
peake Education As.sociation presi- 
dent Micltelle Degnan. But die bill 
failed, and hence Forehand apjw- 
endy did not overtly hinder school 
coistniciron or wlucators' salaries. 
Nothing in a circular Bazemore is 



handing out to the community is a 
good solid reason not lo vote for 
Forehand. It's a weak documoit. In 
it, Bazemore says Forehand's 
"colleagues" in die House perceive 
him as "lazy and arrogant," yet she 
won't reveal her "sources." She 
writes that "Tom boasts of being a 
millionaire," which, were it true, 
would not qualify as an important 
issue in this campaign. 

She also accuses him of being 
involved in the disappearance of 
money from die Roosevelt Memo- 
rial Park cemetery perpetual care 
trust funds. Bazemore says Fore- 
hand was a "uiistec" appointed by 
the state to oversee diese funds. 

Forehand defends himself by say- 
ing that he was not a trustee, but 
one of two account commissioners 
in Chesapeake. Just one commis- 
siwier supervises the cemetery ac- 
counts, and J. Page Garrett, not 
Forehand, had diis role. Bazemore 
still blames Forehand. 

After funds were lost. Forehand 
co-sponsored a bill to help protect 
perpetual care funds and burial con- 
tracts for cemeteries, to help prc- 

sm fore'hand^azemore, Pm» a

When Harold Whitehurst became 
director of Parks and Recreation in 
1960, Virginia Beach had no parks.

He is 
most pleased with the 1987 
referendum which allowed three 
recreation centers to be built and 
Bow Creek lo be renovated. 

In addition, the department created 
programs ranging from baseball 
leagues to therapeutic activities for 
liie handicapped to before and after 
school and summer recreation pro- 
grams for school-age children. 

"That program has been very 
successful," Whitehurst said. "As of 
now, we are in all 49 elementary 
schools."

Bazemore is indeed undereAiniat- 
tng the public's intelligeoce whoi 
she mates such accusations. She 
would have been better served to 
spend h^ time circulating accounts 
of what she's done to help voters in 
the past 11 years she's served on 
City Council, six years of which 
she SCTved as vice mayw. 

The community is sick and tired 
of political "games'* and can tell 
when it's being played upm. Fore- 
hand isn't instigating the mislead- 
ing information that his opponent 
is, but he's definitely sasppiag back 
and doing what he can to try and 
m^e himself ^pealing to new and 
old voters in his district 

Forehand has brought to 
light the tact that Bazemore went 
through a phase recently when she 
missed all or part of many City 
Council meetings. Between }m\my 
of 1990 and August of 1991, she 
missed all or part of 20 or %.3 
percent of these meetings. Baze- 
more says she had "good reasons" 
for each and every tardines, absence 
or early departure. 

Whtt Fordiand does not mention 
is that when Bazem(»e missed port 
of a meeting, often it was just by 
five or ten minutes, acceding to 
Chesapeake city clerk's office 
records. One is counted late or 
counted as leaving early for missing 
even one of two minutes of a 
meeting. Bazemore's absenteeism in 
this case is not as bad as Forehand 
wants us to believe. For one meet- 
ing to which he says she was late, 
she was only four minutes late. To 
one to which he said she left early, 
she stayed for 98 percent of the 
meeting. 

She says she also had good rea- 
son for not showing up for any of 
1 1 Governor's State Job Training 
Coordinating Council (SJTCC) 
meetings in 1987 and 1988. Former 
Governor Chuck Robb appointed 
Bazemore in 1983 to this commit- 
tee, which helps indigent people, 
minorities, youth, the elderly and 
others find jobs. In 1983, former 
Govenxx^ Gerald Baliles reappointed 
her. 

Bazemore said she was absent 
from these meetings fw two rea- 
sons - one • she had shini^es for six 
i^oitihis during this time jxiriod, uid 
for sofne time afterwwds, was 
"healing:" and two - she became 
"sick" of being a "rubber stamper." 

"All I did was say 'yay' w 'nay.' 
It was a long drive just to do that," 
she said. 

In 1989 she resigned. 

Forehand said, "If she doesn't 
show up to these meetings, can we 
expect her to show up in Rich- 
mond?" 

For the record, Bazemore's shin- 
gles have healed, though the skin 
on one of her shoulders occasion- 
ally bothers her. This is not a 
health condition which would odi- 
narily interfere with htx upcoming 
professicHul perfomiance. 

She also recently was injured in a 
car accident - her car went into tte 
median of Interstate 64 and smashed 
into a drainage ditch. She if itport- 
edly in stable condition and plan- 
ning to continue her campaigning. 
The stress of campaigning probably 
had something to do with this acci- 



dent. Campaigning in general is 
taxing and this me's definitely no 
exception. 

Bazemore says Forehmd has a 
heffit conditwn which "is moie se- 
rious than (her) shingles," but 
Forehand's camp says this is 
"ludiaous." 

The allegations fly. Bodi Baze- 
more and Forehfflid luive had circu- 
lars written up describing some of 
their past political invtrivements, 
ttough. 

Bazemore's campaign sheet says 
she's had a pad histoiy of support 
for education, police o^icers, fue- 
fighters, business and industry and 
tte list goes 00 aid (Ml. She'd have 
been better s^ved to give details 
descriMig exactly how she's shown 
het Biqjport in Uiese areas, since 
these are blanket statements, true or 
not. She has done some good 
things in these and other areas, but 
needs to be HKHe clear about them. 
Fmehand is mote detailed when 
he lists past intiatives from his 12 
yean in the House (tf Delegate. He 
h^hlights his support for fighting 
crime and drugs, helping waking 
people, educating children and pro- 
tecting natural resources, backing 
iq) each claim with examples. It's 
always better to show than to tell. 

Right now, Fcwehaid is also try- 
ing to show his district, which is 
58 percent Mack, that he has siq>- 
port from local black leaders. He 
recently called a "unity" iMtss con- 
feraice, which brought together 
many of these leaders, including 
Chesapeake Mayor William E. 
Ward and City Councilman Lionel 
Spruill. Also present were former 
vice mayor Hugo Owens, the Rev. 
Jake Manley, Suffolk Democrats 
Clarence Maloney and Ted Hicks, 
StttB Del. Jerould Jones and many 
othns. 

A bit surprising was the fact that 
the featured speakers included Dr. 
Owens, Del. Ken Melvin and Del. 
Billy Robinson, but not Ward. The 
mayor is endorsing Forehand in a 
very mild manner, to put it lighUy. 
He's refusing to comment about 
supporting Forehand over Baze- 
mwe, other than to say he had 
planned to support the Democratic 
candidate in this race. Spruill has 
said he will vote for Forehand, but 
not go out of his way to support 
him. 

Forehand's campaign manager, 
Kevin Mack, incidentally, said 
Waid was not asked to speak at the 
conference. Pulling the minority 
group together for Forehand could 
not have been easy at all. And it 
wasn't. 

It's a sticky issue, since Ward mid 
SpruiU's support for Forehuid could 
weaken black leadership locally. If 
Bazemore, Spruill and Ward are 
working as a team, they are hard, if 
not impossible, to beat in 
predominantly black neighborhoods 
like Crestwood, Camelot, George- 
town, etc. They also have some 
strong supporters throughout the 
City. Though these three have had 
their past differences, until now 
Uiey've managed to pretty much 
stick together and help muster sup- 
port for one another. 

But now that they're split, these 
three City Council members could 
lose their seats in the upcoming 
May council election. All three of 
their seats will be up for grabs and 
a "clean sweep" team of Republi- 



c's (council is supposedly non- 
imrtisim, but peq>le aren't) could 
knock them out if they're not 
unUed. 

Ward won't comment on the 
mAter. Spruill said he (k)esn't want 
to "damage" Bazemore's political 
career, but he had planned to vote 
for the Democratic candidate, 
whomever it was. Both of these 
men must know that endorsing 
Forehand could be a politically 
risky move for them. 

Bazemore does have some 
powerful support. She was recently 
endorsed by Benford Hunter, Jr., 
chairman of the Democratic Com- 
mittee in Suffolk. He has gone as 
far as to temporarily withdraw fnnn 
the Democratic commitee to (Kick 
her. 

In this race, it's hard to tell 
who'll win. A lot depends on how 
many make it out to the polls on 
Nov. 5. The next couple of weeks 
are sure to be intense ones in this 
race.

government," said G. Thorn Mc-

the taxes violate the trust fund rela- 
tionship and, in effect, steal from 
their employees and the govcm- 
meni."

Parker, he would pace and define an art form for the next 40 years, while 
managing a Who's Who of world class musicians as they moved through 
the tutelage that made up his ever changing bands. He demanded ex- 
cellence. He got il. 

When seeing him live, one got accusionied to n()i knowing whai to 
expect. That is not to say he was inconsistent. He adamantly refused lo 
I)erform his earlier works, allliough he must have known they stood as 
pinnacles in the development ol ja/y . You either heard it live when it was 
current, or went hunting for the record. He never looked back. Except 
once. It is titling and ironic Uiat what would be his last live perfomiancc, 
at Monlreaux this year, involved his first and only reirospeciiv e, and that 
was done to honor someone else. 

There was only the new Miles, or, perhaps more pro[vrly, the newest 
Miles that would appear to roam the stage like a caged collection ol quirks 
and high tension motions and fidgeung angles that walked upright, 
obiiv ious to time and surroundings. 

That was Uie other consistent thing which some found hard to accept. He 
never played to his audience. The power he displayed from within that 
produced such incredible music would have been no diflerent if he had 
been playing lo the walls of an empty room. 

Miles Davis didn't tr} lo be everybody's best friend. He was intensely 
private and rarely gave interviews. When he did, particularly in the later 
years, what he said provided more frustration than answers for those who 
insisieti on looking for hidden aspects, in an attempt to intenirel his work. 

In one of the last interviews he granted, he .said that if he wasn't able to 

compose and create and keep on exploring, he'd rather be dead. He spoke 

through music. Some of us just weren't listening. :

^'oprano Marilyn Thompson, a faculty member at Hampton University, headlines a 

^S concert with Orchestra Virginia Beach (formerly the Virginia Beach Pops) featuring 
compositions by Black Americans on Sunday, Oct. 20 at 2:30 and 7:30 p.m at the Virginia 
Beach Pavilion. 

The historic concert, sponsored by The Urban League of Hampton Roads, Inc., will be 
recorded by WHRO Radio for broadcast over the 100 member National Public Radio 
network. 

The list of composers whose work will be performed includes Nathaniel Dett, founder and 
co-chairman of the music department and choral director at Hampton University; Roland 
Carter, Thompson's accompanist; Julius Williams; Dr. Adolphus Hailstork, chairman of the 
music department at Norfolk Slate University, and the late William Grant Still, who the great 
conductor Leopold Stokowski called "One of our greatest American composers." 

Still, who died in 1978, began his career in popular music, pcrlbrming and oroihesirating 
for the likes of W.C. Handy, Sophie Tucker, Paul Whitcman and Artie Shaw. His career as 
a composer covers a range of music from opera to ballet to spirituals. Among his works arc 
Troubled Island, an opera with book and lyrics by Langston Hughes; Highway One, U.S.A., 
another opera; four popular ballets, Lconox Avenue, La Guiablessc, Sahdji and Miss Sally's 
Party; and compositions for large orchestras which include the Afro-American Symphony, 
In Memory of Jan Sibelius and The Little Song That Wanted To Be A Symphony , which crit- 
ics favorably compared with Peter and the Wolf. Hopefully, this concert will bring the work 
of this U'ue American genius to a new generation of appreciative music lovers. 

Classical guitari.st David Starobin and baritone Patrick Ma.son stunned the Sept. 28 
audience at the Chrysler Museum ThcaUe with a breathtaking evening of music ranging from 
Stephen Foster to Stephen Sondheim, with forays into traditional Spanish songs, early 
century works by Turina and Castclnucvo-Tedesco and three weird, funny avani garde songs 
by Ronald Roxbury. 

Mason's straight, clear, floating tone is the antithesis of the plummy vibrato most often 
heard; and his diction is a revelation — nodting exaggerated, nothing Anglicized, but every 
syllable bell-clear. 

Equally awesome was Starobin's mastery. The only guitarist ever to receive Lincoln 
Center's Avery Fisher Career Award (1988), Starobin was expressive in understated 
accompaniment and impressive in the Regondi and Turina solos. He was brilliant in the 
peculiar graphic notation of the Roxbury pieces (which look like a cross between hiero- 
glyphics and cuineiform) and eccentfic rhythms of the Sondheim set. 

The Virginia Symphony's Oct. 4 Chrysler Hail concert under conductor Like Douglas 
Sellers featured a brilliant performance by twenty-year old Scott Yoo,of the violin concerto 
by Camille Saint-SaCns. In the evening's second half, Yoo joined the Symphony for 
Rachmaninoffs powerful Symphony No. 2. The orchcstfa responded with nuanccd and rich 
sound to Sellers' passionate but sensitive reading. Though technically not always smcMlh, 
the Symphony played wiUi passion and verve. Special kudos to the Symphony .soloists, led 
by their new concertmastcr John McLaughlin Williams. 

Both the Symphony and Symphony Pops will be busy this month. On Oct. 16 the 
Symphony plays host to composer Marvin Hamlisch at Chrysler Hall. Skitch Henderson 
conducts the Pops in a Cole Poner Celebration, Oct 26 at Chrysler Hall and the 27th at the 
Virginia Beach Pavilion. Musical Director JoAnn Falletta returns to conduct the Symphony 
in a program featuring works by Adams, Tchaikovsky, Debussy and Strauss Nov. 8 and 9 at 
Chrysler Hall, 8:30 p.m., and a 3 p.m. matinee at the Pavilion Oct. 10. For reservations and 
info, call 623-2310 Soulhside, or 380-0040 Peninsula. 

The Norfolk Chamber Consort delivered a highly spirited performance Sept. 23 at the 
Chrysler Museum TheaU^c, in works by Rossini, Beethoven and Schubert. The insuumen- 
talists — F. Gerard Erranie, clarinet; David Wick, horn; Kim David Peoria, bassoon; Debra 
Pong and Jorge Aguirre, violin; Beverly Baker, viola; Janet Kriner, cello; and Jennifer 
Matteson, bass— created anelegant melting pot of musicality and virtuosity. Combined with 
clear, intense readings, this ensemble is a gem among local chamber music groups. 

Baritone Frank Ward showed chutzpah in tackling the Licder — the most delicate and 
demanding form of all chamber music — although his tahnique was, at times, not up to par, 
his warm full voice made up for it. Chuck Woodward's accompaniment turned this licder 
cycle into an exquisite, brilliantly played piano recital.

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Music Man's CD Wars: The Saga Continues

Two years ago Dave Campbell, owner of The 
Music Man, an independent record store at 
Military Circle Mall, began questioning the 
wisdom of the CD pricing structure. What 
followed was a battle with industry bigwigs 
that continues today. Campbell urged WEA, 
CBS, Polygram, BMG, CEMA and MCA to 
face the fact that the high prices for CDs were 
causing sales to stall in an otherwise healthy 
market. 

"WAKE UP! " shouted the headline in a 
full-page advertisement in the March 17, 
1990 issue of Billboard Magazine. "The 
pricing policies on compact discs are not only 
limiting purchases by steady buyers, but the 
numberof casual impulse purchases are slow- 
ing to a trickle, particularly in the malls." He 
goes on to point out that price gouging "stifles 
new artist development, encourages home 
taping, piracy, theft for resale on the sueet 
and (is) stalling sales of CD hai'dware." 

"I know nothing of your operating costs," 
Campbell continued, "but what little I know 
about your manufacturing costs on CDs leads 
me to think that if putting the front line (the 
most popular items in each of the company's 
catalogs) out at $10.98 were to niple your 
sales, your bottom line wold improve dramati- 
cally." He added, "I cannot substantiate my 
contention that the market would u-iple. But 
I work at the street level in a busy store every 
day, and I feel that it is not unrealistic." 



To know Dave Campbell is to know that he 
couldn't let his contention languish in theory : 
In March, 1990, he decided to find out. He 
took a gamble, literally puuing his money 
where his mouth was, and lowered CD prices

at The Music Man to 510.98 for one month. 
He also watched his sales nearly triple. 

Thus far, accordingto Campbell, the Pow- 
ers That Be have essentially responded with 
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silence to his discoveries, in spile of the fact 
he has willingly shared the information with 
"key industry figures." 

Silence, and what appears to be a shift in 
emphasis from marketing CDs to the intro- 
duction of Digilog (DAT) cassette tapes... 

Anarticle in arecentBillboardabout WEA's 
introduction of the new cassette technology 
has Campbell screaming once again. 

The article cited the year-to-date decrease 
in unit cassette sales, noting it has been more 
than double the increase in unit CD sales. 
Rather than lower the price of CDs, industry 
leaders are attempting to stimulate interest in 
the new high tech cassette. "This is like 
coming out with a bigger, stronger horse after 
introduction of the Model T," Campbell wrote 
in a recent open letter to Billboard. He also 
sent a copy of the letter to Henry Droz, 
President of WEA. 

Campbell requested the letter not be printed 
after he received a call from Droz, preferring 
to respond to the arguments Droz offered 
during their conversation, in a commentary 
published in Billboard's Aug. 10 issue. 

Droz argued that: 

1) Cassette sales represent half of the 
market. 

To this Campbell says, "There's another 
50% out there." 

2) Droz contended that the portability of 
cassettes is appealing. 



Campbell's response was that portability won't 
hold much weight when CD players are in- 
stalled in automobiles. They are beginning to 
show up now. ..in droves. 

3) Droz notes that the healthy cassette 
singles market is a sign of customerapproval. 

To this, Campbell says, "When singles 
sales are disproportionately high in terms of 
volume, it means the public is not buying full- 
length albums for some reason. In this case, 
the reason is price." 

4) Droz continued: The major chains are 
proflting. 

Campbell's responded, "When retailers are 
forced into overloading the shelves with in- 
ventory, profitability based on volume sales 
when compared to the cost of investment in 
inventory is a case of going beyond diminish- 
ing returns." 

Campbell also loudly wonders why the Big 
Six stockholders aren't asking questions. Arc 
they asleep at the Board meetings? 

So, what docs all this mumbo-jumbo mean 
to the average consumer? According to 
Campbell, the Big Six appear to have magi- 
cally determined that CD prices will remain 
constant or increase. 

Meanwhile, Dave Campbell will continue 
to campaign for the remaining 50% of the 
buying public whose interests seems to be 
actively ignored.

JoAnn Falletta: Conducto

On the rare occasions when Maesua JoAnn 
Falletta has some lime with her husband at home 
in New York, she goes grocery shopping — it 
has become refuge from public life. 

"It's so private — it's precious time, lime for 
rcfocusing. It's very personal," says Falletta. 
"You know, it's really odd; when 1 was a little 
girl I never wanted to play 'house'. And now? I 
enjoy taking care of our apartment, it's the lime 
when I re-center." 

She chuckles at the thought of free lime. "My 
what? Well, I found that I want to be at home, 
which is very frustrating to my husband who 
wants to travel with me." 

And uavel she does. Conducting major or- 
chestras keeps Falletta on the road 240 days of 
the year, usually a week at a lime, but "I make 
sure that, every five to six weeks, it's off to 
home." 

Falletta was bom in New York City into a 
music-lovingfamilyofltalianheritage. Although 
there were no professional musicians in the 
large family, classical music was performed in 
"house concerts of intense warmth and beauty" 
and were a regular event. Falletta's parents 
nurtured her interest with mtisic lessons and 
frequent exposure to concerts. Beethoven's 
Sixth at Carnegie Hall left a lasting impression 
on the then six-year old. 

"It was the most beautiful thing I had ever 
heard and felt," says Falletta. Later, at the ripe 
age of 12, Falletta declared her intention to 
become a conductor. "Of course, I did not know 
what it meant, but I knew that's what I had to do." 
Her parents manifested this belief with unwav- 



ering support. After high school, she enrolled ;jt 
Manncs College of Music to pursue her dream, 
and completed her musical studies at The Juil- 
liard School with a Ph.D. in Orchesu-al Con 
ducting. 

Winnerof the prestigious Toscanini, Leopold 
Siokowski and Bruno Waller Conducting 
Awards, Falletta says, "My Juilliard years wcrc 
a fantastic experience. They (Juilliard) toot; a 
chance. It took over a year to convince them thai 
I was a conductor; finally, they listened to mc." 

Since then, Falletta's career has skyrocketed 
In addition to being Virginia Symphony's iicv 
music director, she currently holds the sunn 
position at the Long Beach Symphony, ilic 
Denver Chamber Orchestra, and the Bay Arci 
Women's Philharmonic; critically acclaimed 
guest performances with major orchcsim.s 
throughout the U.S. have catapulted her to i luci - 
national acclaim and demand. 

1992 marks Falletta's first engagement in, 
Germany; she admiu to being exceptionally 
nervous. "Germany is the most conservative 
counU7 in the music field," says Falletta, "so ii'.s 
unusualformusicianstobeiedbyawoman. Bui 
I am sure, if the level of music making is very 
high, they'll accept a woman conductor." 

To preserve her inner equalibrium, Falleiia 
keeps her watch set on Eastern Standard Time. 
'Translating time zones means that, after con- 
certs on the West Coast, occasionally 1 alicw 
myself the luxury to curl up in a comforuble 
chair and read for two or three hours. And siilJ 
go to bed at a decent time," she laughs. 

Fallctu is a passionate reader. Although she 
concedes reading fiction is an escape, she disci- 
plines herself not to have a book — "any kind ol 
book for that matter! " — around when she ha.s lo 
study.

"My love for reading would win." 

Additionally, she is adamant about having 
pleasant surroundings, no matter where she is 
working. She maintains apanments in New 
York, Denver, and Long Beach, which are "not 
glamorous 1 ike a hotel , but they arc mine and are 
retreats." She cherishes gifts from friends like 
vases, pictures, and colorful postcards from all 
over ihc globe. 

Fallelia has cultivated the art of listening to 
herself and toothers. 

"I'm lucky — I am a centered person. I credit 
my parents for teaching me that emotional 
strength. In the music field it gives me a sense 
of self. It helps in physically and emotionally 
difficult moments, the ups and downs in this 
demanding field." 

Georgia O'Kccffc once said that she wanted 
to be remembered as an American painter, rather 
than as an American woman painter. Falletia 
shares the artist's feelings regarding her own 
profession and says that one day, it will come to 
that point. "Not yet in this country. There arc so 
few of us (female conductors), but the future 
will hold that. 1 see signs of it already in making 
music. 

"Still, there are only a few women conductors 
to choose a role model from," says Fallctta, 
waving away the thought she might be a role 
model for future woman conductors. Whether 
pioneering or irend-sciiing, she approaches the 
issue by listening to her inner voice. 

Questioned about possible uneasiness with 
the female/male leadership issue among orchcs- 
ua members, she simply sutes "there is none! " 

"We live in a time of changes; we have to 
learn to accept some of them," Fallctta urges 
adding that not only can scientists and great dis- 
coveries change society, but "wc as musicians 
can and must, too. 

"To expect the best of musicians, as profes- 
sionals and as human beings, treat ihcm with 
respect and their potential will raise beyond 
limitations. It increases self respect for the 
musicians. In essence, changing who wc are 
changes society, too." 

This cxtfaordinary 

musician has an intense love for 

rehearsals. "They give so much joy, 

\ just like the end of a concert that 

\ touches people in a way they can't 

' verbalize. They have been touched 

\ by a human accomplishment; wc 

can give them a little feeling that 

V wasn't there before they came to the 

^ concert hall."

Guitar Masters 

Billed as "Guitar Masters," ihe Sept. 26 
Marlboro Music Festival Concert at the 
Pavilion Theatre fcatureda dazzlingly eclec- 
tic lineup of longtime ace Chel Atkins, fin- 
gerpicking whiz Leo Kotlke, jazz fusion 
marvel Lee Rilcnour and hot Brit flatpicker 
Albert Lee. Any one of 'em would have 
filled the hall, but the combination drew a 
near capacity crowd. 

In his fifth decade as a performer, Atkins' 
deadpan, laid back smoothness encompassed 
country and jazz with Bye-Bye, Blackbird; 
the tongue-tangling lyrics of Yackcty Axe; a 
waltz he wrote in England a decade ago 
called Sunrise; cuts from Neck and Neck, his 
1990 Grammy collaboration with Dire 
SlraiLs' Mark Knopller, and a "tcarjcrker of 
industrial strength" about his father. Atkins 
has done it all and continues to amaze. 

In solos and stories, uading licks and 
playing discreel backup, the four had an 
easy on-slage camaraderie. 

Rilcnour's soaring riffs and spectacular 
articulation nearly stole the evening with 
MomingGlory and Wes Montgomery 's24r/i 
Street Blues on his Gibson L-5, not to men- 
tion ihe mano-a-mano tradeoffs with At- 
kins. 

"I'm the hooligan element," commented 
Albert Lee, whose lighuiing Hatpick had 
Just Because, Tiger Rag and his own Coun- 
try Boy blazing with energy. 

Kotlke's idiosyncratic, perpetual motion 
fingerpicking and offbeat humor, seen here 
when he opened for Lylc Lovell last year, 
are unique. His 6- and l2-slring solos, 
including the title cut from his new collec- 
tion. Great Big Boy, exemplified his eccen- 
tric, riveting style. 

Sidcmen Larry Londin on drums, David 
Hungate on bass and Randy Goodrum (who

'Come Pluck Our Nerves! 
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No Glasnost For One- Acts 



Generic Theater — Kudos to Ihe Ge- 
neric for tracking down this interesting pair 
of one-acts by alcoholic Russian playwright 
Alexander Vampiiov. And kudos for the 
lively translation by Ella Naroditskaya and 
Director Bob Nelson. 

Would that the execution had been up to 
the idea. 

Story With Metranpazsh involves a girl 
(Rosemarie Harper) in a provincial hotel 
room; late at night, a neighbor (Don Co- 
mar) bursts in, hungry for the football game 
he can't get on his room's broken radio. 
They're discovered and scolded by the offi- 
cious hotel administrator Kaloshin (Wally 
Doyle), who throws the young man out — 
and then discovers he's a metranpazsh — 
from Moscow! 

Doyle is pretty good as the petty bully 
Kaloshin, of Hoading his fear of bosses onto 
anyone he can — up to his deathbed scene, 
when he translates revelation into u-ave- 
logue and passion into prattle. Stan Bara- 
nowski soothes as the doctQr. Sheila Wal- 
ters is strident as Kalos^'s wife; Joel 
Ladd's stiff posturing suits the '^tnan about 
town" teacher. Harper is pretty, perky and 
very American, which suits the character 
not at all, and Comar is negligible. Overall, 
the societal paranoia at the heart of the play 
is skimmed, not explored. There are, after 
all, other models than TV sitcoms. 

/« Twenty Minutes With An Angel, Doyle 
and Ladd awake in the hotel room after a 
horrific bender, their hangovers pierced by 
the violinist practicing next door. Broke, 



they try to borrow a few rubles from the 
maid (Walters), the violinist (Comar), the 
well-offnewlywedsnextdoor (Scott Rollins 
and Harper) and finally a plea out the 
window at passersby. Homutov (Baranow- 
ski) arrives to offer them a hundred mblcs. 
The paranoia takes over — it's too good to be 
true, he must be a criminal, up to no good. 
He's tied to the bed, interrogated — a clas- 
sic example of Wilde's aphorism, "No good 
deed goes unpunished." 

Baranowski is excellent, exploring his 
role with nuance and skill. Ladd has a big, 
impressive voice as the loutish Anchugin. 
Doyle's smarmy drunk is more mannerism 
than characterization, though he's the only 
actor who successfully attempts the Havor 
of Russian vowels and consonants. Walters 
doesn't quite get the maid's resentment of 
profligacy, but is more than convincing in 
her admiration of Homutov. Rollins and 
Harper arc very good as the ncwlyweds. 
Comar knows his lines. 

The scruffy set by Elwood Robinson has 
wallpaper rem iniscent of hammer andsickle, 
seedy furniture, bad housekeeping dust and 
a wonderful old telephone. His lighting de- 
sign also works well. 

Nelson's direction comes up with good 
movement and realistic rough-and-tumble, 
but with few exceptions stops short of elic- 
iting real emotion from the players. The 
delightful plays deserved bcuer.

Shaming of the True 



Kempsville Playhouse — You 
have to give director Pamela Riley and 
her cast credit for courage in tackling the 
Bard of Avon when, outside of local col- 
lege theatres, his appearances have dimin- 
ished drastically in recent years. 
Unfortunately, to paraphrase another re- 
viewer for this magazine, while one's 
reach should try to exceed one's grasp, it 
probably shouldn't be by this much. 

Taking a comedy like The Taming of 
the Shrew and shoving it down people's 
throats with a lot of "declaiming" and 
broad-lo-thc-point-of-elbow-in-the-ribs 
mugging is entirely self-defeating. This 
production lacks a good dose of subtlety 
and the understanding that shouting 
Shakespeare's words doesn't make them 
more comprehensible to a modem audi- 
ence. Performing the work with nuance 
would make a far better choice. 

The cast tries hard but is simply not up 
to the task. Ann Hicks, a talented ac- 
tress, puts her all into the role of Kate, 
shrew of all shrews, carrying most of the 
show. The problem is, she overpowers 
everyone, including Robert Shirley's 
Petnichio, who seems the more tamed of 
the two. Sexual tension and energy be- 
tween the two, key to the show's success, 
is almost nonexistent 

Lisa Azimi as Biondello has wonder- 
ful presence; however, she is allowed to 
mug unmercifully to the point of annoy- 



ance. Likewise Cliff Hoffman, who 
has some entertaining moments as 
Baptista, long suffering father to Kate. 
Trouble is, his performance is played on 
one level, eventually becoming redundant 
and one-dimensional, which in truth is the 
major problem with the entire production.

Partners Dissolves In 50- Yard Dash 



Doughboys — David Higgins' 
Partners should have been a natural for 
Lime-light Productions' On Parole 
Players. It offers the audience a gritty, 
bare-light-bulb-dangling-firom-the-ceiling 
look at the collapsed condition of human- 
ity shared by its three principal characters. 
It also offers plenty of opportunity for the 
cast to twist the tension level right on up 
to maximum. While it falls short of its 
potential, the condition is not fatal: 
merely disappointing. 

There is a great deal of speed in evi- 
dence, but little sympathy for tempo. In a 
work as short as this, the rushing makes 
the rising tension look forced. 

Sean Foley's Troy is delivered natu- 
rally, and evidences considerable talent 
We are offered all the harshness but little 



of the reflection one expects to find in a 
man who has lost so much of himself 
emotionally, fir^ancially and physically as 
a result of the choices he has made. 
Without some rounding, the undercurrent 
of menace never quite gets off the ground. 
Ray Oprea, as Al, grasps the discom- 
fort his character feels, but the general feel 
of everyone hurrying through the script 
even gets the better of him. His character 
affords a glimpse at the loss of closeness 
the three men once diared, and the ambiva- 
lence he feels under the present circum- 
stance, but the wariness and the estrange- 
ment don't have time to develop. 

Dan Alvarez chooses to read Pete in a 
mumbling, self-conscious staccato. He 
settles himself (and us) into this wooden 
passive characterization early on. It makes 



the dangerously ignorant and potentially 
deadly aspect of his character, which the 
script calls for later on, just not credible. 

Director Michael Volpendesta 
might consider slowing the entire cast 
down. There is always the temptation to 
misunderstand the creation of tension as 
speed. When that happens, the play winds 
up being presented like a 50-yard dash. 
This is extremely evidenced on the play's 
last line which, rather than knocking the 
audience out of its seats, fiies over their 
heads like the Concorde. There is a lot of 
emotion which is missed among these 
three men with a shared past that could 
contribute immensely to the overall pain 
and reality Partners is really so much 
about

The world famous Kirov Ballet is coming to Norfolk! To this writer's knowledge, this 
is the first time the famed Soviet ballet company has been to the Greater Hampton Roads 

area. 

A couple of years ago the Kirov appeared at Wolf Trap in Vienna. Virginia, and a few 
dedicated lovers of dance made the trek up and back. Now, fw those who missed them for 
one reason or another, they will be appearing at Chrysler Hall, Mon., Tues. and Wed., 
Oct. 28 - 30 at 8 p.m. The Oct. 28 program will be performed with taped accompani- 
ment, with the Virginia Symphony performing live on the 29th and 30lh. 

For the uninitiated, the Imperial Russian Ballet of the Maryinsky Theaue, in St. 
Petersburg, in the Russian Empire, was renamed around 1935 after Sergei Kirov, hero of 
the Soviet Revolution of 1917. The company has remained in St. Petersburg (renamed 
Leningrad at the time of the Revolution and back to St. Pete after this summer's failed 
coup) since its inception. 

During Uie Golden Age of impresario Sol Hurok, Americans could rely on seeing at 
least the Bolshoi and, on rare occasions, the Kirov. But until recently it has been quite 
some time since the American dance public has had the opportunity to see this legendary 
company. 

The Kirov is probably the largest ballet company in the world, with a corps de ballet of 
over 100 dancers. Then there are the coryphees, demi-soloists, soloisU, principal dancers, 
and ballerinas and premier danseurs. Then, there are compariy teachers, ballet masters, re- 
hearsal and coaching personnel, plus business associates, intemalional personnel and in- 
terpreters. The list could go on but I think you get the picture; this is a BIG DEAL! 

The company's repertoire (i.e. ballet's that could go on stage with one or no rehearsal) 
is approximately 34 works — most of them full evenings. The company's roster, both 
past and present, is literally die Who's Who of the dance world. 

Most of the dancers had urained partially, if not completely, at the Vaganova Ballet 
Academy, named after Agrippina Vaganova, a dancer in the company who became a leg- 
end as a teacher of a style of classical ballet known as the Vaganova System. From this 
school such luminaries as Anna Pavlova, Vaslav Nijinsky, Tamara Karsavina, and more 
recently, Rudolph Nureyev, Natalia Makarova and Mikhail Baryshnikov have come to the 
Western ballet world. 

At Chrysler Hall, we will be ueated to a full length Giselle, in which not only the bal- 
lerina and premier danseur are going to be great, but the entire corps dc ballet is known 
worldwide for its perfection in Act II and usually get applause for certain passages of 
choreography because of the beauty of its unity. 

The mixed evening will be interesting to see and will probably give us more of a 
chance to see different dancers as personalities. Natasha Bolshakova and Vadim Gulaeyev 
will be especially interesting to me personally, as I saw them perform in Vama, Bulgaria 
at the 1%8 International Ballet Competition. They won second place, losing to their 
countrymen Galina Panov (nee Ragozina, currenUy dancing in Western Europe) and her 
pariner.

X-rayed, invited to cat 
food with the speciHc gravity and nutritional value of red lead, and nagged by the prospect 
that, ahhough the advertising says that some leggy wastrel will really move her tail for 
you, the NearKkrthal who handles your bag is as likely to dispatch them on an adventure

destination. 

An aspect of the American sense of hunor that is alive and well can be found along the 
Interstate Highways which crisscross the hinterlands. As evidence, I present a few of my 
recent discoveries from 1-40. which stretches from the California Mojave Desert to 
Durham, North Carolina:

Doctor Seuss is dead. 

Theodore Seuss Gcisel was his full name. But we knew him as Doctor Seuss, and he 
was not simply a wildly successful author, a Pulitzer Prize winner, seller of millions of 
copies of his 47 books. He was a friend and teacher. 

People of my generation didn't have Doctor Seuss lo leach us as children. He was much 
more recent than thai. Bui, when we were reading lo our children, ihosc nonsense rhymes 
in the Doctor Seuss books not only made sense, they gave us the vehicle lo leach lessons 
lo youngsters in a way ihcy could accept. Many of us — maybe mosi of us learned 
something ourselves. 

The Siar Bellied Snccichcs reinforced what we should have already known aboui 
mindless discriminalion against those who arc different Green Eggs and Ham rcUiughi 
the importance of avoiding preconceived notions.

It's hard to believe dial Doctor Seuss was childless himself. He once told us it was our 
job to make 'em, his to amuse 'em. But he did so much more. 

He invented creauircs thai never were but should have been. He gave dicm lo us lo 
enjoy and k;am from. 

As for whether Scarlett gets Rhelt back... 

Frankly my dear, 1 diink I'll wait for die movie. 

Once again — a National report on how we're doing in terms of educating our young 
people. And once again the conclusion is we're not doing very well.

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New public 
utility hearing 
set for Oct. 29 

Fee would be 
^.17 a month; 
Vote due on Nov. 1 2

City Council will hold a public 
hearing on Tuesday, Oct. 29 at 2 
p.m. on its newest (proposed) util- 
ity, an environmental services util- 
ity, which would be financed by a 
special fee assessed on all property 
owners in the city. 

In Virginia, only Norfolk has 
implemented a national storm water 
utility. Chesapeake and Newport^ 
News, like Virginia Beach, arc in 
the active study stage and Rich- 
mond has a utility under considera- 
tion. 

The principle behind the fees is 
to charge property owners according 
to the actual contribution they 
make to the stormwater problem. 
■ The alternative would be an increase 
in the real estate tax. The estab- 
lishment of the environmental ser- 
vices utility is considered by staff, 
because it is a user fee, to be the 
more equitable. 

Last week City Council accepted 
a report on the project prepared by 
the consultants. Camp Dresser and 
McKee. 

The special funding would be 
used for 43 backlog projects, 
identified in the 1991-92 Capital 
Improvement Program, totalling 
$51,519,847 and to provide a con- 
tinuous funding source to meet fed- 
eral and state requirements under re- 
cent amendments to the 1987 Clean 
Water Act. The regulations require 
Virginia Beach to submit a Na- 
tional Pollutant Discharge 
Elimination System (NPDES), part 
1, permit application by Nov. 18, 
1991 and a part 2 permit by Nov. 
16. 

The new utility fee, which would 
cost each residential property owno' 
$3.17 a month paid quarterly, will 
go into effect on July 1, 1992. 

The fee is based on an equivalent 
residential unit (ERU) correspond- 
ing to 1,926 square feet of 
impervious area (area covered by 
paving or structures). All residential 
property was determined to have 
about the same amount of impervi- 
ous area. Larger houses are usually 
on bigger lots so the rainwater has 
more land to run over and absorb 
into before it gets to the waterways 
or storm drains. 

Non-residential bills will be 
based on multiples of the ERU, de- 
termined by the amount of imper- 
vious area involved. 

Stephen Sedgwick, program di- 
rector for the consulting firm, said 
the fee was determined by the pro- 
jected three-year cost of the storm 
drainage program, ranging from 
$9.3 million to $9.7 million be- 
tween fiscal 1992 and fiscal 1994. 

The ordinance is in line, he said, 
with state enabling legislation 
passed by the 1991 General 
Assembly. 

Council is expected to vote on 
the utility fee on Nov. 12.

TRT proposes 
using toll road 
money for HOV 



Two parking lots 
could cost up 
to $6 million

Tidewater Regional Transit has 
proposed using Route 44 toll rev- 
enues to finance two park-and-ride 
lots in the Pembroke area in antici- 
pation of the reactivation of the 
HOV lanes on 44 and 1-64 in 
September of 1992. 

Seven possible sites for the lots 
arc being studied in the Indepen- 
dence BoulcvardA'irginia Beach- 
Norfolk Expressway area by the 
TRT and the Virginia Department 
of Transportation (VDOT). 

TRT and VDOT, in a presenta- 
tion before Virginia Beach City 
Council last week, projected the 
cost for land acquisition and con- 



struction of the two lots at approx- 
imately $6.5 million, with a lesser 
cost if publicly-owned lands are 
used. 

Before the presentation was over, 
Councilman Louis R. Jones said 
that he had "never spent that kind of 
money to build a parking lot" and 
suggested another site which TRT 
is looking into. Plans are to locale 
one site north and one south of 
Route 44. Two sites have been 
identified north of 44 and five south 
of 44 which arc on city-owned 
property, state-owned property or 
privately-owned property. 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said that some of the land involved 
has considerable potential for otho- 
uses and that putting buses into the 
general uaffic flow would be cru- 
cial.

Discussion 
centers on 
roads, funding

If the set of scales the city has 
been trying to balance so precari- 
ously ends up lopsided, some City 
Council members believe the 
weight should be on the side of the 
schools. 

When former City Manager 
Aubrey V. Watts Jr. presented his 
proposed five-year Capital Im- 
provement Program (CIP), he said 
it was the first time he had not been 
able to recommend full funding for 
schools. 

Financial constraints forced the 
city to virtually halt new borrow- 
ing, with or without a referendum, 
to keep its debt low. In this way, 
the city's consultants advised, the 
city could retain its favorable bond 
rating and benefit from lower inter- 
est rates on the money it does bor- 
row. 

But at a budget work session last 
weeks Councilwoman Nancy 
Parker suggested that perhaps 
council should restudy its priorities 
and make sure the city's children 
have schools. She said that the 
schools are crowded and council 
needs to talk with ihe School 
Board. 

"I know roads have to be built 
but if 1 had a choice, a would be 
children ... Get the chools built 
first," Parker said. 



Parker was disturbed about the 
"to be determined" nominations on 
the school projects, which was the 
city's way of telling the School 
Board to make up its mind about 
what projects it wanted first, be- 
cause the all the schools the board 
wanted were not going to be built. 

Dean Block, assistant city man- 
ager/budget, said that council has to 
decide whether it is willing to ac- 
cept what the School Board re- 
quests. The requests have increased, 
each year, he said, and diis year the 
request is over $80 million more 
than the previous five-year budget 
request last year, "and we simply 
could not support that." 

Councilwoman Reba McClanan 
said that it was not the School 
Board that generated the need for the 
schools, but council that rezones 
property. "We can't vote to rezone 
all the property and generate stu- 
dents and then not put them any- 
where." She said that portable 
classitxMns are located up and down 
the General Booth Boulevard corri- 
dor. 

"I don't think we have a choice," 
McClanan said, "I think we're go- 
ing to get into serious proUems." 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf asked 
Block to let council know what 
would happen to the level of service 
in the city if all other projects in 
the city were placed on hold to fuid 
money for the school system. 

The school system is concerned 

not only with the current level of 

service, but a higher level, like 

smaller class sizes. Block said. He

Lambuth M. Clarke 
retires after 28 
years as president 

Virginia Wesleyan College's 
President Lambuth M. Clarke will 
retire on July 31, 1992, after serv- 
ing as president of the college since 
it opened in the fall of 1966. 

Clarke, 68, indicated his inten- 
tion to the college's board of 
trustees at its recently held regular 
fall meeting. Clarke's retirement 
was announced at a press confermce 
by Judge Jerry G. Bray, Jr., chair- 
man of the Virginia Wesleyan 
BosdofTnistees. 

Bray cited the college's "dramatic 
growth wd stability" in comment- 



ing on Clarke's tenure of 26 years. 
Bray, who has chaired the board of 
trustees since 1%5, discussed the, 
growth of the student body from 75 
students in 1966 to more than 
1,440 today; the physical facilities 
from the original academic village 
to two complete academic villages 
and a physical plant valued at more 
than $20 million; a budget of 
$250,000 to die cun-enl budget of 
$14.6 million; and an original fac- 
ulty and staff of 20 to the current 
full-time faculty and staff of 208. 

In announcing Clarke's retire- 
ment. Bray also reported diat a 
search committee has been ap- 
pointed to find a new jKCsident for 
Uk college. The committee includes 
five trustees, two members of the 
leaching faculty, an alumnus and 



one representative of the student 
body. 

Trustee members are George Y. 
Birdsong of Suffolk, Robert F. 
Boyd of Virginia Beach, H.P. Mc- 
Ncal of Virginia Beach, Mary 
Thrasher of Norfolk and Rev. Dab- 
ney Walters of Virginia Beach; fac- 
ulty members are Dr. H. Rich Hite, 
professor of the- 

ater/communications, and Dr. 
Lawrence D. Huitgren, professor of 
philosophy; Thomas A. Cupitt of 
Chesapeake, representing the 
alumni; and the stiident refresenta- 
tive is Ncal R. Glessner. a sopho- 
more from Hagerstown. Md. Bray 
will serve, without vote, as chair- 
man of tiK search committee. 

Bray expects the committee to 
report by April 1. He anticipates

To define it broadly, TQM is a 
leadership technique that uses em- 
ployee ideas to continuously im- 
prove the processes and quality of 
services provided by our city gov-

emment. This change in business

America's report card

America's first report card is out. 
The first OF October, the National 
Education Goals Panel (composed 
of six late governors, four members 
of the Administration, and four 
members of Congress) issued the 
first of 10 annual reports on our 
country's progress toward reaching 
its six national education goals by 
the year 2000.

This first report contains few 
surprises. It tells us that time is 
growing short if America is to 
come anywhere close to reaching iu 
education goals. It says that all of 
us - school personnel, parents, and 
community leaders - must do more 
to restructure schools to meet the 
needs of today's children and 
tomorrow's world. And it tells us 
it's time for our nation's leaders to 
help bring America's reality into 
line with their political rhetoric. 



This year's National Education 
Goals Report shows that high 
school completion rates have in- 
creased slightly over the past 
decade. Drug use by high school 
students has declined. 

But violence and crime are in- 
creasing in our schools. And aca- 
demic achievement has not im- 
proved. America's students know 
about as much as their parents did 
20 years ago. But as Education 
Secretary Lamar Alexander noted, 
"what we did in 1970 is not nearly 
good enough in 1990." 

Perhaps the only real surprise in 
the report is its silence on Amer- 
ica's progress toward the first goal - 
that all children start school ready 
to learn. 

The report notes the "significant 
concern that many children are at 
risk of entering their first school 
year without the skills necessary for 
classroom learning." But it says 
that because there's no data on 
readiness, "we must report a grade 
of incomplete." 

I agree that we need belter ways 
of assessing the educational 
progress of America's children. But 
we cannot wait for more data to 
improve the state of learning and of 
children in America. 

The fact is that when it comes to 
school readiness, we are failing our 
children miserably. And we have 
plenty of information that indicates 
how we must proceed if we're to 
achieve Goal One - or any of the 
other five goals. 

We know - frt)m the Goals Re- 
port and other sources - that poverty 
is the best predictor of school fail- 
ure. And we know, from a recent 
Census Bureau report, that poverty 
in the United States rose sharply 
last year. We know that 21 percent 
of all youngsters under the age of 
18 live in poverty - and that the 
percentage foe children under the age 



of six is significantly higho'. 

We know that attendance at high 
quality prcschools improves chil- 
dren's later school performance. And 
we know that children whose par- 
ents earn over $75,000 a year are 
nearly twice as likely to attend 
preschool as children whose fami- 
lies earn less than $30,000. 

We know that small classes mean 
better student learning. And we 
know, in the wake of the fiscal cri- 
sis besetting America's state and 
local governments, that school dis- 
tricts all across America q)encd this 
year with even more students 
packed into each classroom. (Los 
Angeles schools enroll 16,000 
more students this year than last - 
with 2,300 fewer teachers). 

I agree that we need 
better ways of as- 
sessing the educa- 
tional progress of 

America's children. 

But we cannot wait 
for more data . . . 



We know that countries that 
spend more than we do on K- 12 ed- 
ucation consistently rank higher on 
international comparisons. And we 
know that most industrialized 
democracies outspend us. 

Last spring, in response to 
"America 2000," Michael Casserly, 
associate director of the Council of 
Great City Schools, said: "You 
don't fatten cattle by weighing 
them. You've got to feal them. And 
there's a whole lot of weighing go- 
ing on here." 

Weighing is no longer enough. 
It's time to nourish America's chil- 
dren and America's schools.

Our Bill of Rights was ratified 
200 hundred years ago this year. In 
fact, our state of Virginia became 
the key eleventh stale to ratify on 
December 15, 1791. That action 
made the first ten amendments a 
part of the United Stales Constitu- 
tion.

The Virginia Brach School Board 
recoitly voted \o {rtiase in tte con- 
version of the city's junior high 
schools to middle schods over a 
two-yew period. 

Five (^ the present junior high 
schools will i^oceed with the con- 
version efTective September, 1992, 
with the remainder slated to convert 
effective the folbwing year. 

Virginia Beach Public Schools 
Superintendent Sidney L. Faucelte 
told the School Board that after 
lengthy analysis and discussion 
with junior high principals, he be- 
lieved that the five schools would 
be ready, but that the remainder 
should have the benefit of another 
year's iweparation. Earlier plans had 



called for a complete convcrsioo of 
all junior high schools, which swve 
grades 7 through 9, to middle 
schools, which wUI serve grades 6 
through 8, effective in SqMembar, 
1992. 

The five schods slated for the 
1992 OMiversion are: Landsiown 
Middle School, now under 
con^mction and slated to open in 
1992; Bayside and Great Neck ju- 
nior hi^ schools, which currcnUy 
enroll only 7Ui- and 8th-graders; 
Brandon Junior High School; and 
Plaza Juniw High School. 

Junior highs which will delay 
their conversion until 1993 are In- 
dependence, Lynnhaven. 
Kempsville, Princess Anne, Salem 



and Virginia Beach juniw high 
schocris. Kemps Landing School 
will remain in inteinwdiale school 
enrolling gmks 7 and 8. They will 
receive m intermediate school en- 
rolling grades 7 and 8. They will 
receive additional comprehoisive 
assistance from the school division 
during the year, according to 
Faucette, ami they will also boKfit 
from the first year experiemx df the 
schools that do convert 

Both Faucette and the School 
Board made it clear that they wo-e 
not backing away from the concqH 
of middle schools by agreeing to 
phase in the conversation. 

"I do not feel the momentum to- 
ward middle schools will be in any

Actual membership exceeded 
projections by the school division's 
Educational Planning Center by 
only 104 students, a difference of 
less than one-tenth of 1 percent and 
well within the center's 1 percent 
goal for membership predictions.

Since 1985, Virginia Beach 
school membership has grown by 
more than 12,4(X) Students. By 
1995, the Educational Planning 
Center projects membership will 
reach 79,000 students. 
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health-oriented diets in its emphasis 
on wholesome foods, combined in 
ways to enhance nutrition and meta- 
bolic efficiency. Chemicals, pre- 
servatives and acidic foods, such as 
tomatoes md citrus fruits, are not 
allowed (you would be surprised at 
the havoc they impose on stomach 
linings) and whole foods are urged, 
that is, those in which no edible part 
of the natural gr^n, bean, fruit, or 
vegetable has been removed. Beans 
and grains are left in' their natural 
states, rather than being cracked, 
crushed or ground, and the whole 
vegetable plant is used, including all 
edible roots, leaves, skins, cores and 
stems. Also, certain food combina- 
tions are stressed, such as beans and 
rice, together providing a complete 
protein, or grains and vegetables 
which, when combined, are easily 
digested. 

Making the change to a macrobi- 
otic diet requires a period of adjust- 
ment, especially if your previous diet 
consisted largely of meat, dairy prod- 
ucts, refmed starches and sugars, 
food mass-marketed here in the 
states. Just as you do not begin to jog 
by running in a marathon, or start out 
singing by attempting Madame But- 
terfly, you should not expect to begin 
overnight It takes time, but don't all 
good things? 

It can be helpful to begin with a 
transitional diet, a slow and sensible, 
step-by-step change towards eating 
more wholesome foods. A transi- 
tional diet gives your body the neces- 
sary time to adapt to new sources of 
nourishment, allowing you to make 
gradual adjustments in your eating 
habits. Why not try one macrobiotic 
meal a day , and limit your sweets, red 
meat and fats? 

Any grocery store will have brown 
rice and various other cereal grains, 
like barley, millet, kasha and oats. 
Probably right next to these you will 
find beans, adukis, lentils, black- 
eyed peas, kidneys, pinlos and more. 
Pick out one or two grains which 
appeal to you, and the same for the 



beans. I rccommaid your basic 
brown rice and lentils for startos. 
Next, head towards produce. Buy 
whatever looks good. With macrobi- 
otics you are basically eating vege- 
tables, grains and beans, vrith limited 
flsh, fruit and seeds. One advuilage 
is that you only have to go to a couple 
of places in the grocery store to get all 
that you need. Another is that you can 
eat for under thirty dollars a week. 

A basic meal is 3/4 cup grains, 1/4 
cups beans, 1 cup steamed vege- 
tables and a tossed salad with a da^ 
of vegetable or olive oil. Season with 
any spice, from curry to chili powder, 
but avoid iodized salt. Small 
amounts of sea salt are permitted, a 
sprinkle perhaps on your rice and 
vegetables. It sounds spartan, txit 
most people are surprised at how 
much they enjoy even their first 
meal. 

While beginning this diet, stk;k to 
these staples. But later you will want 
to go to a health food store. Most 
carry miso soup, sea greens, all kinds 
of grains, amasake (a non-dairy 
milk), sesame seeds and other foods 
you can elaborate with. 

1 warn you that macrobiotics is 
addictive. Beginning five months 
ago, I ate oatmeal for breakfast, two 
meals of beans, grains and vege- 
tables and one or two apples a day for 
just several weeks when people be- 
gan telling me 1 looked healthier, my 
hair shinier. 1 felt more energetic, 
more cheerful. The trouble was, 
when my friends asked me out for 
pizza or Chinese food, I had to say, 
"Sorry, remember my diet" A friend 
wanted me to taste her brownies, bal 
no, 1 could not let a morsel pass 
thnaugh my lips. 1 realized that I 
could not let my dietary preferences 
become so all important. Now. for 
the most part, 1 stick to the food plan, 
but if there is something "taboo" I 
really want, 1 go ahead and have it, 
such as eating a liule rice that is "not 
brown" or using a little salad dress- 
ing containing salt. I still feel better 
physically, yet am careful to avoid 
fanaticism. You can get too much of 
a good thing. 



Council debates schools' future in new budget

said that to give the school system 
all it wants the city would have to 
add six cents to the tax rale. 

The School Board requested 
$390,619,500 for capital improve- 
ments over the next 10 years, while 
the city manager recommended 



$301,732,649. 

CoiJthcil has always funded 
schools 100 percent. Councilman 
James W. Brazier Jr. said, but 
building more schools is not going 
to solve the problems. He said that 
Kempsville schools have been 
crowded for years and they have 



produced some good people. How- 
ever, he said, council does need to 
prioritize and sit down with the 
School Board. This did not happen 
during the budget process he said. 

Councilman William D. Ses- 
soms Jr., said that education is one 
of the city's priorities, but eco- 



nomic development also is a prior- 
ity. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf, quot- 
ing sources such as Virginia Power 
and the Commonwealth, said that 
the recession is likely to last 10 
years. The revenue stream is worse 
than predicted. 



TRT proposes using toll road money for HOV 
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TRT is proposing to use smaller 
buses than the standard 40-foot 
buses on the feeder routes. Federal 
funds are available for the bus pur- 
chase. The presentation last week 
was a scaled-back version of the 
original proposal for [mk-and-rkle 
facilities, she said. 

TRT Executive Director James 
Echols said that an extensive mar- 
keting program is planned for the 
next two years. 

He said that the TRT also has ar- 
rangements with shopping centers 
to provide the parking areas. The 
idea is to see that commuters can 
get to the naval base quickly. 

The complete system, said Vice 
Mayor Robert E. Fentress, who is a 
member of the TRT commission, 
would include buses, HOV lanes 
which are working well in or oth^ 



parts of the state and light rail. 

Frank Dunn, VDOT engineer, 
said that the tolls provide a net rev- 
enue of $7 million. Some of this 
already has been used for road im- 
provements related to the toll road. 
The net revenues can be used and 
still Route 44 bonds will be paid 
up by 1996, he said, instead of 
2(X)5, which had been originally 
anticipated. 

McClanan recalled that parking 
lots were part of the agreement with 
the federal government in 1980 to 
finance HOV lanes on 1-64 and 
1264. Also, the agreement was 
contingent on having HOV lanes 
on 44. 

Dunn said that patting lots wae 
part of the original proposal in 
1977. 

Councilman William D. Ses- 
soms Jr. said that part of the prob- 



lem is getting from the paricing tot 
to the HOV lane. 

Councilwoman Nancy Parker 
asked, although six small buses 
would l>e provided under a federal 
grant, who would be paying for the 
operating expenses. 

Echols said that the additional 
cost for Virginia Beach would be a 
$110,000. 

Whitney said that mass transit 
improvements arc being considered 
for other cities in the region, but 
the emphasis at present is to com- 
plete the system for the HOV lanes. 
She also said that TRT is also 
planning bus service from Hilltop, 
possibly by leasing part of the 
shopping center space. She said that 
only about 100 spaces will be 
needed there. 

The two park-and-ride lots in 
Pemtm^Le will provide for a total of 



600 vehicles. 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf asked 
about incentives to induce people to 
ride the buses, and Fentress said 
that the cooperatkm of the employ- 
ees is needed 

Councilman Harold Heischober 
suggested that TRT look into a 
system used in Nwth Carolina. He 
said that companies use flexible 
hours. One of the problems wid> 
the plan here he said, is that riders 
will come from other access points 
to the Rosemont area converging 
on Indqiendaice Boulevard. 

Brooks Pollock, president of the 
Central Business District, said the 
membo^s have real concerns about 
two of the sites which are on 
Cleveland Street near Independence 
Boulevard. He said that his organi- 
zation would prefer to see the lots 
on Euclid Avenue and Bonney 
Road. 



Councilman Louis R. Jones said 
that he did not want to give the 
impression "we're going to cut back 
on roadways and give all to the 
School Board. We have to send the 
message it's business not as usual." 

He said everyone is nr smaller 
class size, but teachers al;» are im- 
portant. "We don't want to spend all 
on capital improvements and not 
have enough to spend on teachers. 
We are not going to give the 
School Board everything they ask 
for ... we have to be extremely 
cautious and can't give everyone 
everything they want." 

Parker said that she didn't think 
anyone asked to close down the 
city. She asked that council made 
sure "we're going to have the 
schools we need." 

Block said that the budget is dif- 
ferent than it has been in the past. 
When the term, "to be determined," 
is used, he said, "we do not know 
whether the project will receive all 
the funds needed." 

F^rka noted that the Ocean Lakes 
school was to be in the 1992 bud- 
get year. Now it's listed under pro- 
jects deleted or completed. 

Obemdorf said that some of the 
council members did not ^i»"ove of 
the rezoning that generated more 
students, but now that they're here, 
"we have to take care of them." 

Councilman Harold Heischober 
said that he needed to know how 



much the School Board projections 
relate to the projects. He saw a need 
for past and future projections. He 
said that the city is not growing the 
way it was and will not. 

Block said that School Board 
projections are based not only on 
the backlog, but also on anticipa- 
tion of continued increases in en- 
rollment plus improvement in the 
levels of services. 

Jones said he wanted to know the 
basis for the projections. "If they're 
based on the past growth, they re 
not realistic." 

In another budget matter, Mc- 
Clanan said that she has asked the 
city attorney's office to draft a reso- 
lution that will make it clear to the 
planning staff that having develop- 
ers set aside land for bike paths is a 
priority. Financing for bikeways is 
shifted to the schools in the pro- 
posed budget 

The resort area program is self- 
contained Block said, based on 
council policy. The program has 
bwn proceeding within the frame- 
woric. He said that there may be a 
misunderstanding out there about 
funding this program.

Soup Kitchen event 
feeds, educates public

On a recent evening 400 reskloits 
from Virginia Beach and other 
Hampton Roads cities dined on 
spicy chili, savory chKken pot pie, 
beef macaroni italiano, spiced 
peaches, oeam cheese delight and 
many other flavorful dishes. 

And no, this wasn't a food fest 
sponsored by area restaurants. These 
dishes do not appear on fancy 
menus and aren't so^ed on porce- 
lain plates. This was the type of 
faire the homeless and hungry get 
to enjoy year-round, thanks to the 
Foodbank of Southeastern Virginia. 
At the recently held second an- 
nual Soup Kitchen Cook-Off, Vir- 
ginia Beach residents got to sample 
some of the types of dishes avail- 
able each week to the hungry 
throughout Hampton Roads at soup 
kitchens and shelters. Businesses 
and organizations donate food and 
supplies. Volunteers serve it free of 
charge, because in Hampton Roads, 
many people are hungry. 

The cook-off, held on World 
Food Day, was designed so that the 
general public could meet the peo- 
ple who interact with the hcmieless 
and hungry each day, and so the 
public could taste the fine food 
these people get to enjoy, albeit 
usually on paper, noher than porce- 
lain plates. 

The fare is usually simple, but 
only fresh, quality ingredients are 
used, said Lisa Sands of Foodbank 
of Southeastern, Va.. One of Food- 
bank soup kitchen's recipe for 
"Good Eating Chili", for instance, 
calls for hamburger meat, kidney 
beans, garlic, onion, tomatoes, hot 
sauce and chili powder. Just because

it's served at soup kitchens, doesn't 
mean its bland and soupy. 

Forty-four area business, ranging 
from restaurants to grocery stores to 
bock stores and airline services, 
make these meals possible, said 
Sands. There are hundreds of local 
volunteers - some who lend a hand 
regularly and some who do so ran- 
domly. But help is always needed, 
said Lisa Sands of Foodbank, a 
United Way Agency.

tCT. 

Litigation, most initiated by the 
State of North Carolina, has delayed 
the Lake Gaston j»oject for years. 
Even if the courts freed the city to 
go ahe^ with Lake Gaston today, it 
would still be the later part of tlKs 
decade befwc the |wo^t could be 



completed. 

Virginia Beach depends entirely 
on the Norfolk water systems for 
its public water supply. The Nor- 
folk system provides water for its 
own 275,000 residents, approxi- 
mately 370.000 residents in Vir- 
ginia Besch (or 90 percent of the 
residents), 40,000 residents in 
Chesapeake (or 30 percent of the 
residents) and all of the major mili- 
tary bases in the area. The system 
servra a total of 685,000 pet^le 
which is approximately 70 percent 
of the papulation of tlw five-city 
area, accenting to a 40-page rqx)rt 
prepared by Thomas M. Leahy III.

Since the quality of the city's 
neighborhoods is closely related to 
the condition of the housing, the 
Department of Housing and Neigh- 
borhood Preservation initiated a 
Citywide Housing Quality Survey 
to improve the planning and im- 
plementation of preservation and 
levitalization programs. 



The information collect from 
this citywide survey will be used to 
develop a strategic plan for code 
enforcement and to evaluate the 
impact and effectiveness of the 
city's neighborhood improvement 
efforts. 

Knowledge of the location and 
concentration of substandard hous- 
ing will also enable the Housing 
Deparunent to target limited re- 
soiDces m(H% effectively. Code en- 
forcement, housing rehabilitation 
and other neighborhood improve- 
ment activities will be concentrated 
where they are tnml needed and can 
have the most impact 

During September, October and 
November of 1990, teams of in- 
spectors from the Department of 
Housing wd Neighborhood Preser- 
vation conducted a "windshield sur- 
vey" of almost of all houses in the 
city. Only those built in the last 
two to three years were not sur- 
veyed, based on the assumption that 
they were still in good condition. 
The sirvey's purpose was to evalu- 
ate the exterior condition of the 
housing based on the city's building 
code. 

Houses are ranked on a scale of 1 
to 4, with those ranked "1" being 
fully in compliance with the Build- 
ing Maintenance Code, and those 
ranked "4" being beyond repair, or 
dilapidated Houses ranked "2" had 
minor code violations, and those 



ranked "3" had major violations, 
but couM be rqniied.

While 38 stu- 
dents may be appropriate for some 
schools, our teachers realize the 
importance of increased personal 
contact with their students. More 
permanent classrooms need to be 
built to accommodate our suidents. 

It is vital that parents and the 
general community join with 



teachers and students to ensure die 
academic success of our students.

"It was the right project in 
1982." said WamsUff and it is 
"more right and more correct to- 
day."

The apprnpna^oa or- 
dinance would be submitted to 
Council in November. 

If the city continues to allow 
connections to the system as the 
market dictates, construction of sea 
water desalting facilities which will 
increase die i»ice of water to $6 and 
$7 per 1000 gallons, six to seven 
times the rate paid to N(Mfolk now. 
In addition, to process the watu'. 
ten times the energy required for a 
conventional treatment plant will 
be needed fw desalinization. With 
the desalted sea water furnishing 
(mly half of the city's water supply, 
the rates would have to be doubled. 
Where now a family of two to diree 
has a $20 a mondi water bill, and a 
family of four or five has a $30 
bill, they wouM have to pay up to 
$40and$50amondi. 

Using brackish w^ter would cost 
die city $72 milliCNi over the ten 
years it is expected to be needed 
(until Lake Gaston is available) and 
would take two-to-four years to de- 
velop. 

The report states unequivocally. 



"If die pipeline is not cleared for 
ccmstniction within the next 30 
days, seyett action will be war- 
lanied." 

But even if die pipeline is cleared 
for consb'uction today, the report 
recommends a managed aniroach. 
including limitati(Mis on new con- 
nections to the Wats' system and a 
program of mandatcxy water use re- 
strictions to see the city through 
die construction phase. 

While expensive, a brackish 
groundwater desalting sysmn wMild 
not require the city to obtain Uxai 
consent from other jurisdictions 
because die wells would be located 
in Virginia Beach. The wells woukl 
t^ the limited supplies of brackish 
groundwater in the cretaceous 
aquifer identified by die city in its 
groundwater investigations during 



1978 dirough 1982. 

According to die tepoit, die Slate 
Wata Control Board and all neigh- 
botiag jurisdictions would registo' 
objections to the withdrawals. 
Chesapeake's public utilities de- 
partment has already indicated con- 
cern for its ASR (aquifer storage 
recovery) project 

A 10 mgd brackish groundwater 
desalting plant would supply all 
water demand for the city ^ve 30 
mgd, the level to which Norfolk 
has directed Virginia Beach to re- 
duce its wMer demand. 

A 10 mgd tvackish groundwater 
desalting plant would cost $48 
million while a 10 mgd seawater 
desalting plant would cost $100 
million. 

Over ten years, the brackish 
groundwater system would cost a 



total of $72 million. The seawater 
desalting plant over die same period 
would cost $169 million. 

The major concern in seawater 
desalting is the cost The report 
points out that Virginia Beach's 
existing water rates already are 
among die highest in the state and 
die nation. If die seawater desalting 
furnishes only 50 percent of the 
city's water demand, existing wat^ 
rates which have roughly douUed in 
the last five years, would have to 
aqpproximately double again. 

The staff also recommends diat 
die city include in its legislative 
package a request for legislation 
enabling the city to restrict 
groundwater the same way diat it 
restricts city water to ensure diat 
those citizens who have no other 
«xirce of water are protected. 





School boards - taxation power dilemma

Ividi tivth is trudi no matter how old. Each seeks to 
attach himself to npw Democrats, diose determined 
that everydiing concerning government, or citizens 
generally, should be subject to popular vote. The 
proposal diat enlists their support is the election of 
local School Boards. They differ only on die granting, 
or widiholding. of die pow^ of such a board to levy 
taxes', Mr. Butt being in favor of granting that power 
to such a board. Not so for Senator Earley. 

An argument in favor of elected School Boards is 
in existence in all other states of the union. It's said 
we are. for this reason, out of step widi die nation 
and should join die march. 

On the subject of School Boards and their powers 
and of taxation, diere is a study, now many mondis 
Old, asserting that such boards immediately increase 
the school system's bureaucracy. They do this by 
adding a complement of "advisers" whose purpose is 
to ensure board members make all the right moves. 
Needless lo say, diese advisers perform much, as do 
congressional staffs, which means dieir purpose is to 
keep dieir boss in power so all may enjoy die prereq- 
tiisiies of office. 



Now diere is die odier side of this coin - the elected 
board widiout the power of taxation. Can such a 
board function and if so, Kbw will it function? At 
present. School Board members are appointed by 
council, which means members serve at the pleasure 
of council. Could such arrangement work, a School 
Board serving council, if say die School Board mem- 
bers gained more votes for diemselves in an election 
than council members did in winning dieir offices? 
How much time would pass before council was re- 
minded it did not reflect voter interests nearly so well 
as did the elected School Board? And that council 
should, dierefore. come round to the Sdiool Board's 
view. 

Such a situation might not come about, but an 
elected School Board lacking the power of taxation is 
a potential source of conflict we need not experience. 
And an elected School Board widi the power to levy 
taxes is just more moudis for taxpayers to feed. We 
don't need diis eidier.
